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FOREWORD 


Tnscriptions are one of the basic source material for the study 
of history. They throw a flood of light on the spiritual and tem- 
poral aspects of a society and provide valuable information about 
the social and economic life of the period. The deciphering anit 
classification of inscriptions engraved on the temple walls at Tiru- 
mala and Tirupati acquires much significance in this context. When 
the Devasthanams took up the formidable task of classifying and 
transcribing these inscriptions way back in the 20°s it opened up a 
new chapter in the historical research on Tirumala Tirupati temples. 
Sri Sadhu Subrahmanya Sastry who was entrusted with deciphering 
and classifying them had done it with meticulous care. 


In the ‘Report’ Sri Subrahmanya Sastry has given a general 
survey of the inscriptions during the Paliava, Chola, Pandya and 
Vijayanagar periods besides incorporating some of the inscriptions 
during the peried of the Mahants. It may be interesting to note 
that while the early inscriptions are recorded in Tamil script, the 
bulk of the inscriptions belonging to the Vijayanagar period are in 
Telugu and Kannada. 


The present reprint of the TTD Epigraphical series consisting 
of seven volumes, besides the Report will enable the readers to havea 
comprehensive knowledge about the sacred temples at Tirumala and 
Tirupati and their growth and development through centuries. We 
have great pleasure in bringing out the reprints of the Inscriptions 
which had been out of print for several years, for the benefit of the 
discerning public.

Note 1 :+-As we had occasion to nole the existence ofa Néatakagala attached to the 
Palace of Saluva Narasitnha, so we here find the existence of a Npittagala 
attached to the Court of Kyishnaraya, besides a similar Natyasala by means 
of which he probably had his own Sanskpit drama “ Jambayati Kalydpa ” 
enacted during the Chaiira festival of God Virlpaksha at Vijayanagara.

Achyutaraya Mahgraya [Vide Genealogical Table No, 321 He was the 
half brother and successor of Kyishnariya on the throne 
of Vijayanagara. He represented by a large number of 
inscriptions of this collection. His coronation was first celeb- 
rated in Tirupati where he bathed in the water poured out 
of the counch in the hand of God Vénkatesa. On 3rst 
January (533 A D, he visited the temple at Tirumalai and 
performed many great danas and gifts along with his queen 
Varadaji-Amman and his son Kumara Vénkatidri. He pre-

A sum of 2000 papam was deposited by this Tirupati 
Acharyapurusha into the temple-treasury of Sri Véikataéa at 
Tirumalai for certain offerings on the prescribed festival

Amudam ‘Tiruvéikatayyan as he paid the sum of 150

of the monthly-star festivals of twelve Alvars in the temple 
in Tirupati on 19th September 1504 A. D. as mentioned 
in No. 2 of Vol. TI. 

Aparajitan (See Iruigdlakkon Gunavan Aparajitan.] 

Appachchiyar (See Kandadai Appichchiyar Anna.) 

Appa Tiruveakatayyar, the manager of Tiruvdliparappinan flower garden 
at Tirumalai and one of the Tirumalai Bkaki Srivaishnavas 
was ordered by the trustees of Tirumalai temple to recive 
the offered prasadam and panyaram presented for Gods in 
the temple at Tirumalai [Vide No. 97 of Vol. Il, dated 
17th August 1514 A. D.] 


Appapillai, the younger brother of Mannarpillat was one of the 
subordinate officers of Vijayanagara kings from the time of 
Ssluva Narasimha to that of Krishnaraya. (See Table No. 43.] 


His first charity was registered in the temple at Tiru- 
malai on roth May 1506 A. D, as mentioned in No. 6 of 
Vol. Iff. Again he made agift of 3,1€0 panam for certain 
offerings to be presented to Sri Govindaraja while seated 
in his mantapam in the temple in Tirupati on 30th

1493 A. D.} 


Appayyan. He was one of the members in the temple council at Tiru- 
chanar. A sum of 8co panam was deposited by other mem- 
bers of the said council headed by this Appayyan of Ara- 
vanaipperumaldasar Iaiyaperumal Vengi Anantan for certain 
ubhaiyam to be conducted both in the temple at Tirumalai 
and Tirupati on 6th November 1494 A. D. [Vide No, tag 
of Vol. II.] See also No. 96 of Vol. II for the verification 
of this donor as he was one and the same person. 


Appayyan Véakatattugaivar, He was the son of Govindar of Kaéyapa-gatra 
and Vaikhanasa-sttra, and one of the Nambimars or Archa- 
kas (Tirumalai temple-priests). His fragmentary inscription 
was registered in No. 73 of Vol, V. 


Appayyan. [His incomplete inscription was also registered in No. 10g

He 
constructed a beautiful shrine for Nammalvar in the North 
Mada street in Tirupati at his own cost and granted 10 
villages yielding an annual income of 5,713 rékhai-pon (gold- 
coins) for the purpose of feeding the Srivaispava pilgrims 
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daily in the Ramanujakatim situated in the same shrine of 
Tirupati Nammalvar on 2nd October 1550 A.D. [Vide No. 
125 of Vol. VJ 


Again, he granted 103 shares of lands for certain offer- 
ings and services in the temples of Tirupati on roth March 
igs2 A.D. [Vide No. 133 of Vol. V.] For the purpose of 
conducting Adhyayanotsavam festival for Nammalvar abiding 
in his Ramanujakatam shrine in Tirupati, he granted Nagari 
village on asth May 1553 A. D. [Vide No. rqi of Vol. V.]

Arumuagaligal headed by Tirwmalikaran, son of Basavayyan who was the 
son of Alvariagari Tippayyan, one of the door-keepers in 
the temple at Tirumalai made a gift of 570 panam for 
certain services in the temple at Tirumalai on 2oth June 
1546 A. D. as mentioned in No. 70 of Vol. V. 


Attakkdru Sitgarayya, son of Kondamaraju Timmayya, who was the son 
of Sirivaram Sthalakarnam Bhimaraju of Srivatsa-gotra. His 
gift for Sri Veakatesa was registered in the temple at 
Tirumalai on 21st March rgqs A.D. [See No. 4g 0f Vol. V.] 


Atfavanai Basavarasar, son of Ahdbaladavar of Kaundinya-gotra and was 
a revenue officer under Kryishnariya Maharaya. He paid 
into the temple-treasury of Sri Vankatéa, the sum of 6,100 
panam as capital for the purpose of providing one bhetanikai- 
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padi (a kind of sweet cake) to Sri Vedkatada daily as his 
ubbaiyam. [See No. 748 of Vol. HL] 

Altilaigu-Nayakkar. He was the son of Amikdla Taagapa-Nayakkar, 
residing in Vemampattu-palaiyam (one of the Military 
Stations of the Vijayanagara empire). His gift in the temple 
at Tirumalai is registered in No. 13 of Vol. V, dated sth 
June 1544 A. D. 


Avasaram Chennappar. He was the son of Narasayyar of Kaundinya gétra, 
Apastamba-sitra and Yajus-aikha, residing in Nagilukkar 
village.

Bejji alias Bejjamma. She was the daughter of Malaghana Véikatate 
tuyaivar and one of the temple-damsels, residing in Tirupati, 
Her inscription was also registered in Now 116 of Vol, 
IV, dated 23rd December 1538 A, D, 


Bhachcharasayya. This Bhachcharasayya is identical with Bhiskara or 
Ramaya-Bhaskara, the fourth son of Rama Mantri who 
married Telugama and had five sons, viz, Peda Timmaya, 
Timma-Mantri, Sara, Bhaskara or Ramaya-Bhaskara and 
Bhavayya. [Vide Table No. 118.] For the merit of Chikka 
Vaakafadririya (prince) he arranged for daily offerings to- 
God Sri Vaikatgéa on 2oth July 1534 A.D [Vide No. 32 
of Vol. 1V}; On 12th January 1537 A. D. his second gift 
of 1§000 panam was also registered in the temple at 
Tirumalai as stated in No. 83 of Vol. 1V. 


Bhangiram Sia Timmappar. He was son of Bhaudgram Apparasar, 
belonging to the Bharadvaja gotra, Katyayana-sttra and Sukla 
Yajuéa@ikha. Like his father Apparasar who served Ryish- 
meraya Mahgriya as his royal treasurer, he and his elder 
brother Bhandiram Timmappar served Achyutaraya Maharaya 
as his treasury-officers. His inscription in the temple at 
Tirumalai was registered in No. 36 of Vol. IV, dated 23rd 
August 1534 A. D. 
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Bhardiram Timmappar. (For the genealogy of this Bhavdéram Time 
mappar and his younger brother Bhandaram Sita limmappar 
Vide Table No. 102]. His donation of 3,000 pazam for 
certain services to be made in the temple at Tirumalai was 
registered on rath March 1932 A.D. [See No. 13° of 
Vol. IV. 


Bhayakkara Rimappayya [Vide Table No. t18 and Note 1 on page 42 
of Vol. V. of Tirupati Dévasthanam Inscriptions.] He was 
the son of Periya Timmarasayya of Pariéara-gétra, Apastamba 
sitra and Yajuésikha, residing in Padirikuppam village. He 
and his father Timmarasayya granted 5 villages for the 
benefit of the temple-treasury of Sri Veakatada for certain 
services to Gods, abiding in the temples at Tirumalai and 
in Tirupati on rgth June 1544 A.D. [See No. 17 of 
Vol. Vi] 


Bhimanadhar, son of Chediréya Maharadyar, residing in Pararnaévaramaa- 
galam village and was a village accountant. A sum of 300 
panam was deposited into the temple-treasury of Sri Veikageé 
for certain offerings to be made on Dhanurmasa-days, Kartikai 
festival, Makara-Saikramam festival ete, as his ubhaiyam 
on goth November 1539 A.D, [Vide No. 139 of Vol, IV.] 


Bhutanadha Ellappayya (See Ellappayya.] 


Bokkasam Narasayyan, son of Bokkarasam (royal treasurer) Krishaayyan 
sheias and residing in Vijayanagaram City. His inscription 
describing his services towards the Gods was registered in 
the temple of Sri Gévindaraja in Tirupati, as stated in 
No. 13 of Vol, VI, dated 3rst March 1606 A. D. 


Brahmamarayan [See Jayaikondasla-Brahmamarayan.] 
Bukkaraya I. He was the famous ruler of Vijayanagara kingdom 
[Vide Table No. 18] As he arranged daily offerings to 


God Sri Véakatésa in his name, his inscription was also 
registered in No. 178 of Vol. L

Chenna Kagavadisar. He was one of the residents of Tirupati. As he 
arranged one tiruppénaka-taligai offerings each night to Sri 
Vira-Narasimbaperumél (installed by Vira Narasimha Yadava- 
raya)’ as bis ubhaiyam, his inscription was registered in the 
temple of Sri Govindarajan, in Tirupati on r14go A. D. 
[Vide-No. 224 of Vol. I.] 


Chennappar [See Avasaram Chennappar.] 


Chennappar-Udaiyar. He was the supplier of flower-garlands to royal 
personages and one of the Niyégis, residing in Chandragiri. 
His inscription was registered in the Sannidhi street in 
Tirupati on qth March 1450 A.D [See No. 217 of Vol. 1] 


Cheranaivengin. He was one of the Tambirinmir (an officer under 
Chila king} discharging the Vinnappam services. He conss 
tructed a mantapam at Tirumalai Hills as his kaidkaryam, 
Vide No. 150 of Vol I. 


Chevvappa-Nayakar Ayyan of Tafijore. [Vide Table No. 174.] For 
the benifit of the pilgrims, he established a water-shed on 
the way to Tirumalai Hills as his dharman (charity.) [Vide 
Nos. 113 and i14 of Vol, V.] 


Chikkaya Sayiyi and her younger sister Givindasani, were the 
daughters of Pélu-Nayakan, residing in Tirupati. The 
trusteess of Tirumalai temple issued a stone record in 
favour of these two temple-damsels as they are paid a sum 
of 1,750 panam into’ the temple-treasury of Sri Véeakateda 
for certain services as their ubhaiyam on 1ith April 1535 
A,D. [See No. 39 of Vol VI] 


Chinnaji-amman, the junior queen of Krishnadavaraya. [Vide Table 
No, 32]. The statue of this queen is placed along with 
Krishnaraéya and his senior queen Tirumaladévi in a group 
in the temple of Sri Veikateéa at Tirumalai. As she made 
several gifts and donations to God Sri Véakateéa her 
inscriptions were registered in Tirumalai temple in Nos. 40-49, 
and 70, 71, and 72 of Vol. III. 


Chinnamman, daughter of Pratapa Ellamarasar of Atréya-gétra, Avalayana- 
sitra and Rik-sakha granted Vankayalapattu village for the 
benefit of the temple-treasury of Sri Vatkagesa at Tirumalai 
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for certain services in her name. [Vide No. 218 of Vol. V, 
dated Sth July 1547 A. DJ 


Chinnanna [See Tallapakkam Tiruvengalanatha alias Chinnanna.] 
Chinnappan [See Appala Chinnappan.] 


Chinnappa Redii, son of Sarappa Reddi-Tammu Reddi of Mudidar-family 
of Velléla-caste, residing in Fiattalaippattu village granted 
certain wet and dry lands on the occasiun of solar eclipse 
for the merit of Krishnariya Mahfriya for daily offerings 
to be made to Sri Vahkatasa at Tirumalai on 17th January 
1g27 A.D [See No. 167 of Vol. IIL] 


Chinna Timmarajayyan, son of Chiragiriraja (Sri giriraja), who was the 
son of Bhagalaréja made his donation for the temple of 
Sri Véakatsésa at Tirumalai through his agent Tiruvéikata 
Ayyaagar, son of Achyutayyaigar who was the son of 
Abhaiyam Narasayyan of Ghatiu (Ghattam family) on qih 
November 1616 A.D, [See No. 19 of Vol. VI and Table 
No 89.] 

Chmna Tirumalichtrya (See Téllapakkam Chinna Tirumalicharya.]

Dasari Nayakkar (See Kondayyan and Dasari Na yakkar.] 


Dagintari Perarulalayyan. He was the manager of Tiruveikaganadhan 
flower-garden at Tirumalai, He paid 7 rekhaipon (gold- 
cuins) for the purpose of providing appa-padi and other 
offerings fo Processional deity of Sri Venkayeda while seated 
in his garden manyapam on the 7th festival day of Purat- 
jasi-Brabmotsavam as his ubhaiyam on 28th June 1547 A. D. 
[Vide No. 96 of Vol. Vd 

Devapperumil, one of the merchants, residing in Vikramasimhapuram. 
alias Nellore presented 32 cows and ! bull for 1 ghee light 
to be maintained in the divine presence of Sri Véikatasa 
at Tirumalai as his service during the reign of Vira-Narasimha 
Yadavariya. [Vide No, 93 of Vol. 1] 

Davaraya Il [Vide Table No. 18.] He visited the temple at Titamalal 
on sth December 1429 A.D, and presented 1200 gold-coins 
for daily offerings etc; He also newly instituted a Brahmot- 
savam for God Sri Vankatada in the month of Arpaéi and 
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granted 3 villages for canducting the same Brahmétsavam 
as his service in the temple at Tirumalai. [Vide No. x92 
of Vol. I.] On another occasion, viz, 22nd November 1433 
A.D. he renewed the Védapirsyayam services in the divine 
presence of Sri Veokatséa at Tirumalai on the request of 
Tirukkalikanzidisar Alagappiranar, one of the trustees of 
Tirumalai temple.

Devaraya-Bhattar (known as Udayagiri Davaraya Bhattar.). He was the son 
of Udayagiri Narasimha Bhattar of Vasishtha-gétra, Agvalayana.

Chinna Timmaraja, son of Potlapadi Timmaraéja who was 
the son of Aravidu Bukkarfja. He constructed a temple 
in Tirupati and installed Vigthalegvara-svami along with His two 
consorts in it and arranged offerings, festivals etc., for that Gods 
on 2sth March 1546 A.D. [For his other donations and 
gifts Vide Nos. 61, 66, 89, 90, gt and too of Vo. V.J 


Dharmadasa, He was the disciple and successor of Sri Mahant Sevadasa 
of Hathiramji Magham in Tirupati. [Vide Table No. 270.] 
He renoveted the Svami-Pushkarint (holy tank at Tirumalai) 
and Kapila-Tirtham in Tirupati and constructed the outer 
gipuram of the temple at Tirumalai; and presented Bhirie 
Dakshipd and many other gifts on roth February 1865 A. D. 
[Vide Nos, 133 and 134 of Vol. VI] 


Dharmapuram Kondu-detti. He was the son of Dharmapuram Tammuséetti 
and one of the merchants, residing in Narasiigaradyapuram, 
a suburb of Tirupati. On 27th November rgt7 A.D, he 
constructed a mantapam in Tirupati and granted a village 
to God Sri Vaikatada for the purpose of conducting festivals, 
Offerings, daily offerings etc. as his ubhaiyam both in the 
temples at Tirumalai and in Tirupati. [Vide No. 119 of 
Vol. UL] 


Dharmapuram Sijtamu-éetti [Vide Table No. 97.] For the purpose of 
conducting Pulugukkappu (civet-oil ablution) to Sri Véakatséa 
and His divine consort Alarmélmaigai-Nachchiyar on every 
Friday as his ubhaiyam, he paid a sum of 3,500 pavam into 
the temple-treasury of Sri Veakataéa at Tirumalai as capital 
on 1st March t306 A.D. [Vide No. 4 of Vol. UL] 


As he paid again a sum of 14,590 panam for certain 
offerings and festivals to be conducted in his name, his 
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second inscription was also registered in the temple at 
Tirumalai, [Vide No. 118 of Vol. Ill, dated a7th November 
tsi7 A.D] 


Dhonakandi Siigamu-Nayalkar granted 213 kuli of wetland in the 
village of Alipuram for preparing one daily Tiruppénakam 
taligai to be presented to Sri Vétkatsda as his ubhaiyam 
on roth August 1473 A.D. [See No. 53 0f Vol. IL] 

Doddayyaigar Appai. [Vide Table No. 127.] This Doddayyaagar Appai 
alias Doddayacharya or Mahacharya was the son of Nayinar 
alias Vadhila Nayinérachérya of Sholinghar known as Chéla- 
simhapuram or Ghatikachalam in Chittoor district. He was 
a great Sanskrit scholar and paid a visit to the temple of 
Sri Vaikatéga at Tirumalai on 13th April rst9 A.D. A sum 
of 2,520 panam was pajd into the temple-treasury at Tiru- 
malai as capital for tertain offerings to be presented to 
Gods, abiding both in the temple at Tirumalai and in 
Tirupati as his ubhaiyam. [Vide No. 132 of Vol. HL]

Ekkagi Timmamma, was the daughter of Nalla Gaigamman. For the 
merit of Sri Virapratipa Krishnarfya Mabéraya, a sum of 
1,300 panam was deposited by her into the temple-treasury 
of Sri Vehkatega at Tirumalai for the purpose of propitiating 
Bri Vehkateéa with one tiruppénaka-taligai daily. [See No. 124 
of Vol. IN, dated qth October 1518 A.D.)

Bkaki Tiruvenkatayyan, He was the manager of Tiruvajiparappinan 
flower-garden at Tirumalai and one of the disciples of 
Prativadi-Bhayaakaram Appavayyaagar, who was the son of 
Pratividi-Bhayankaram Angi, entitled Vaedantacharya. He also 
made a gift of 240 panam for certain offerings to be 
presented to Sri Utsava-Marti while seated in his gatden- 
mantapam during Purattisi-Brahmojsavam etc. [See No. ov 
of Vol. lll, dated 7th August 1514 A.D.] 
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Ellamman, was the daughter of Kottiya Mallayyan. On 8th january 
1536 A.D. a sum of 1,600 panam was paid by her as 
capital for the preparation of daily offerings to God Sri 
Veakataga as her ubhaiyam, [See No 68 of Vol. 1V.] 

Ellan and Narasan. They were the sons of Saman Polundan, belonging 
to Vadugar-Idaiyar (shepherd) class, residing in Tirupati. 
On 16th July 1545 A.D, provision was made by these two 
brothers for certain offerings to be presented to Sri Gévinda- 
rajan, Sri Sudargana and Anda] or Sri Godadavi during the 
Brahmotsavam celebrated for Them in Tirupati. [Vide No. 
s4 of Vol. V.4 

Ellappa-Nayakkar (Popularly known as Udiyam Ellappa-Nayakkar) was the 
son of Sattayappa-Nayakkar.) For the merit of Krishnardya 
Mahiraya, he granted 3 villages for the benefit of the 
temple-treasury of Sri Veakatesa and arranged offerings of eight 
tiruppénaka-taligai daily fo Sri Veakatésa as his ubhaiyam on 
and June 1516 A.D. [Vide No. 109 of Vol. III.} 

Again, On 13th April: 1535 A.D, he constructed a 
nantapam in his flower-garden at Tirumalai and paid a 
sum of 6co panam for certain offerings to be presented to 
Gods while seated in the above-said mantapam on all the 
seventh festival days of go Brahmétsavam at Tirumalai. 
[Vide No. 3& of Vol. 1V.] His fragmentary inscription was 
also registered in No. 106 of Vol. ILI. 

Ellappapillai, son of Pigavikkunallar Andhakglam Tirtar, and one of the 
Gépéla-settis, residing in Tiruvakkarai village, transferred a 
document for the sum of 2500 panam, (being the value of 
certain lands) in favour of Sri Veakateéa and granted 4000 
kuli of wet lands in Avilali village, near Tirupati for 
certain offerings to be made on the prescribed days during 
Brahmétsavam and cther festivals. [Vide No, 26 of Vol. IV, 
dated 6th October 1538 A. D,}. 

On another occasion, viz, 23rd March 1536 A.D, he 
constructed a mantapam in his flower-garden at Tirumalai 
and made provision for certain offerings to be presented 
to Gods while seated in the above-said mantapam as his 
ubhaiyam. [See No. 67 of Vol. 1V.] 

Again, he arranged the Mukkati Bkadagi festival at 
‘Tirumalai “on 23rd August 1541 A. D. [See No, 165 of 
Vol. IV.] 
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For the celebration of the annual birth-star festival of 
Sri Vishvaksena at ‘lirumaiai a donation was also made by 
him on 3rd October 1543 A. D. [Vide No. 8 of Vol. V.] 


Ellappayya (known as Immadi Ellappayya.) He was the son of Bhata- 
nadha-Ellappayya of Gautama-gétra, residing at Chandragiri. 
[Vide Table No. 108), 


On 8th December 1541 A D, he granted two villages, 
yielding an annual income of 300 rékhai-vardhan (gold-coins) 
for the offering of 18 tiruppénaka-taligai daily to Sri Veaka- 
tga as his service [Vide No. 167 of Vol. 1V.] 


Ellappa-Udaiyar [See Immadi Ellappa Udaiyar.] 


Emperumanadiyér, the servants of Gods and the Tirumalai temple-coun- 
cillors, residing in Tiruchanir, near Tirupati arranged certain 
offerings to God Tiruvilaskoyil-Perumanadigal (Sri Vaikatega); 
[Vide his incomplete inscription registered in No. 4 of 
Vol. 1] 


Emperumanadiyir, including Pallavaraiyan, Yadavaraya-Vilupparaiyan, SéJa- 
Vilupparaiyan and Trigartarayan made certain gifts for 
Tirumalai temple [Vide No. 108 of Vol. 1.] 


Emperumanar Jiyar, [14q1~1491 A, D, Vide Table No, 31.] He was 
the successor of Mullai Tiruvéakata Jiyar, the founder of 
Periya Jiyar Matham at Tirumalai and in Tirupati. His 
inscriptions (Nos 219, 220, 221, 222 and 223 of Vol. I, 
and No. 106 of Vol. II) are registered in the temples at 
Tirumalai and in Tirupati. On 13th December 1445 A. D., 
he paid a sum of 2000 panam into the temple treasury of 
Sri Veikatega for daily offerings in the temple at Tirumalai 
as his kaiikaryam. Again, a cash deposit of tooo panam 
was made by him for the celebration of Pushpayagam 
festival to be conducted at the end of each Brahmétsavam in 
the temple at ‘lirumalai and Tirupati on syth February r4q6 
A.D. A sum of 6000 panam was again deposited for 
Aakurarpanam festivals, night offerings etc., in the temple at 
Tirumalai.

E¢tar Tirumalai Kumara Tatachdryar Ayyan, entitled Srimadvedamarga- 
Pratishthipanacharya and Ubhayavedantichirya was the son of 
Ayyavayyaigar and grandson of Tirupati Tojappichiryar of 
Sathamarshana-gotra, Apastamba-sitra and Yajus-éakha. [Vide 
Table No. 44] For the benefit of the temple-treasury of 
Sri Veakatasa, he granted 4 villages (yielding an annual 
income of 720 gold-coins or rékhai-pon) for the celebration 
of Friday-tirumafijanam for Sri Vaikagaéa at Tirumalai, 
Arpasi-Brahmétsavam, Flower-crown festival, Usi-adi festival, 
Kaisikapuriyam festival etc, as his ubhaiyam on 2sth 
September 1583 A.D. [Vide No. § of Vol. VL]

Jaftivarman Sundara-Pandya I [Vide Table No. 7-A.] This Pandya emperor 
granted Padirivedu village in favour of Sri Véikatesa for

nam of the central shrine of Sri Véakatega in the temple 
at Tirumalai [Vide No. 49 of Vol. I and No. 135 of Vol.

Jayaikonda-Séla-Brahmamarayan alias Keginambi Aagadi, residing in Aruve- 
kévai village situated in Séja-Mandalam deposited some coins 
with the temple-councillors in Tiruchinar for conducting his 
ubhaiyam in the temple at Yégimallavaram near Tirupati on 
the Soth day in the 23rd year of the king Rajaraja I of 
Chéla line.

Punarvasu, occurring every month as his ubhaiyam, a 
contribution of 300 panam was paid by him as capital on 
grd October 1483 A, D, [Vide No. 80 of Vol. II] Again, 
a cash deposit of 1500 pagam was made by him for the 
purpose of propitiating Sri Veakagaga with two atirasa-padi 
immediately after his hearing the Ula (sung) in the name 
of the famous Karidadai Ramanajayyaigh at the time of 
Friday-abiution (Pujugukka@ppu-mugai) once in rs days cele- 
brated for Sri Vaikataga in the temple at Tirumalai as his

Kandadai Madhava-Ayyatgar was the disciple and successor of the 
famous Kandadai Ramanuja Ayyaigar who was the disciple 
of Alagiya-Manavala Jiyar of Kafichi. |Vide Table No. 49.] 
For the celebration of Tai-Brahmétsavam, instituted by 
Kpishnairaya Maharaya for Sri Véeakagaa at Tirumalai, 
Adhyayanétsavam, Tanniramudu festival etc, he granted 
Tirumaladavipuram village and 1600 kuli of Sarvamainya 
(tax free lands) in favour of Srf Vaikatééa on 28th November 
1§20 A. D.as mentioned in No. 142 of Vol. NIL 


Again, he granted certain lands for the purpose of 
conducting the charity in the Ramanujakijam (free feeding 
houses) established at Tirumalai and in Tirupati on and 
April 1g22 A.D. [Vide No. 153 of Vol. IIL] 


Kandadai Ramanuja Ayyaigar was the prominent spiritual leader at Tirumalai 
and in Tirupati and the chief disciple of Alagiyamayavéla 
Jiyar of Kaficht, He had devoted his life to the cause of 
religion and the service of the Tirupati temples and who 
presumably was the Guru of Siluva Narasimha, This 
religious leader had been of much head to him in organis- 
ing and maintaining the Ramanujakaiam (free feeding houses) 
established by Saluva Narasinha both at Tirumalai and in 
Tirupati and in the recognition therecf Sajuva Narasimha 
appears to have given him a free hand in the administration 
of his Ram&nujakitam for which he granted lands and villages. 
For the various gifts made by this Kandadai Raménuja 
Ayyaigar towards the temples of Sri Vaakatega and Sri Gavinda. 
rija, Vide Nos. 13, 14, 15, 22, 23, 24, 26, 33, 36, 38, 30,

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Kandadai Sriraig@charya, son of Kandaqai Bhavandcharya of Vadhila- 
gatra, Apastamba-sitra and Yajus-sakha, (one of the Tirupati 
Acharya-purushas, residing in Tirumalai and in Tirupati, 
paid a sum of ts00 nag-panam into the temple-treasury of 
Sri Vaikafeda as capital for the offerings of 30 doéai-padi 
to be offered to Gods yearly as his kaiikaryam on the 
days of his father's monthly birth-stars, and other festival 
occasions both in the temple at Tirumalai and in Tirypati. 
{Vide Nos. 48 and 49 of Vol. V, dated sth July 1545 A.D.] 


Karanikkam Appalayyar, son of Kayanikkam Kamarasappar of Bharadvaja- 
gotra, Advaldyana-sitra and Rik-éakhd, granted a village and 
23 shares of lands in favour of Sri Veikatea. He conse 
tructed a mantapam in his flower-garden at Tirumalai Hills 
and arranged for certain offerings to be presented to Sri 
Ulsava-Marti while seated in the above-said manjapam 
during Brahmétsavam, Summer festival ete; For srt 
Govindardjan, abiding in the temple in Tirupati certain 
offerings were also arranged on the prescribed days as his 
charity on roth May 1958 A.D. [Vide No. 161 of Vol. V.] 


Again, he newly instituted the famous Ratha-Saptami 
festival in the temple at Tirumalai to be conducted every 
year in the month of Tai as his dharmam. 


Further, the Pallavétsavam festival was also instituted by 
him for Sri Gévindarajan in the Temple in Tirupati for § 
days in the month of Chittirai.

Koguigélirtn of Malainaga deposited a sum of 4o kalafiju of pure-gold 
for the purpese of maintaining a light in the divine presence 
of Sri Veskayséa in the temple at Tirumalai as his charity.

Kollikavalidisar. He was one of the Srivaishnavas, residing in Tirupati 
and one of the disciples of Pillai-Lokacharya. A contribution of 
1000 panam was paid by him for the purpose of preparing 
one tiruppdnaka-taligai to be presented to Sri Gévindardjan 
daily as his charity on 24th February 1387 A. D. [See

He was the sori 
of Sigiya Timmarija Udalyar and grandson of Periya 
Kommaraja Ugaiyar entitled Sriman Mahdmandalésvara, Uttama- 
ganda, Ubhayaraganda, Gandaraganda, Gandabhérunda, Saras- 
vatimandbhaajéra and Chérakara. A mantapam was cons ruc- 
ted by him in front of the temple of Sri Govindarajan in 
Tirupati and paid a sum of 2300 panam as capital for the 
purpose of presenting 115 appa-padi yearly to be presented 
to Sri Gévindarijan on the prescribed days (such as Dipavali, 
Uyiadi, Hunting festival etc,) as his charity on sth June 1494

Kommaraja Periya Timmaraja Udaiyar [Vide Table No. 75.] He was 
the first son of Periya Kommaraja Udaiyar, entitled Sriman 
Mahadmapdalsivara, Uttamaganda, Ubhayaraganda, Gandaraganda, 
Gandabhéruada, Sarasvatimandbhandira and C’érakara. A cash 
deposit of goea panam was made towards the daily 
offerings to be presented to Sri Veikateda and Sri Gévinda- 
rajan as his wbhaiyam on sth June 1494 A.D. [Vide No.

As stated in No. 93 of Vol. HI, dated 24th June r4go0 
A D., provision was made by him for the preparation of 
1 rajanna-tirupponaka-taligai as the morning offerings and 4 
rajinna-tiruppinaka-taligai as the night offerings to be presen- 
ted to Sri Vaikateéa daily as his charity.

Konari, scn of Sellan, residing in Pajaverkagu village paid a sum of 
3200 panam as capital towards the two tirupponaka-taligai 
to be presented to Sri Vaikatéfa daily as his charity.

Kéneri and his younger brother Ulagalandavélan, were the sons of 
Manikka-Nayindr and heads of Sattakkudi village in Chandra- 
giri province. [Vide Table No. 56.) For the merit of 
Saluva Narasimhardya Mahdraya, the two brothers dedicated 
four persons, residing in the same village, (Sattakkudi) to 
the service of lamp-lighting in the temple of Sri Vehkatesa 
at Tirumalai on 2oth April 1462 A.D. [Vide No. 12 of 
Vol. Ij. 

Koppu-éetti, son of Kalam Kanni-segti, and one of the residents of

Koyil-kelvi Annan Ramanuja Jtyare He was the successor of Vanamé. 
malai Jiyar of Periya Jiyar Matham in Tirupati; [Vide 
Table No. 31-] For the celebration of Chitrapirnimai 
festival, Kéyilalvar-Tirumafijanam, Sri Jayanti festival, the 
birth-star festival of Tirumaigai Alvar, Yugadi festival, 
Vijaya-Dagami festival etc, in the temple at Tirumalai and 
in Tirupati provision was made by this Jtyar and his 
disciples on 16th January 1594 A.D. (See No. to of Vol. VI] 

Kéyil-kévi Emperumaanar Jiyur, (See Emperumanar Jiyar.] 

Koyil-kelvi Ramanuja Jiyar. He was the successor of Anusandhanam 
Tiruvéakata jJiyar of Mullai Tiruvahkata Jiyar Matham or 
Periya Jiyar Matham at Tirumalai and in Tirupati, one of 
the disciples of Alagiya Manavila Jiyar and manager of 
Pankayachchelli-flower-garden at Tirumalai. [Vide Table 
No. 31] For the celebration of the annual birth-star 
festival of Tirumaigai Alvar, Alagiya-Manavila Jiyar and his 
annual birth-star as well as the Brahmétsavam ubhaiyam in 
the temples at Tirumalai and in Tirupati, he made provision 
for certain offerings to be presented on the prescribed days 
as his kainkaryam on rgth July rgaz7 A.D. [Vide No. 173 
of Vol. III.) 


Kayil-kelvi-Vanamamalai Ramanuja Jiyar was the successor of Yatirsja 
Jiyar of Periya Jiyar Matham at Tirumalai and in Tirupati. 
He constructed a sbrine on the eastern-side of his Matham 
situated in the Sannidhi street of Sri Gévindarajan in 
Tirupati, prepared and installed an image of Srinivasa in 
the above-said shrine and aranged daily offerings to Him 
from the temple of Sri Gévindarajan through a cash deposite 
of 2000 panam as capital on 13th October 1546. [Vide No. 
80 of Vol. Vi] 


Krishpamaigai, daughter of Govindi who was the daughter of Timmayyan 
of Qgukarai village paid into the temple-treasury of Sri 
Venkateda a sum of tio panam for the preparation of 
1 iddali-padi to be offered to Sri Rama, abiding in the 
temple in Tirupati on the day of hunting festival celebrated 
for Him and 1 dééai-padi to be presented to Sri Gavindarajan 
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after hearing the recitation of Kaisika-Purénam on the day

Krishzappa-éetti, son of Kommar Sevvu-setti of Venandi-gétra and one of

His first visit to the temple of Sri Véakatéia at Tiru- 
malai was paid in company with his two queens on 1oth 
February 1513 A.D., when he presented a crown of gold 
set with nine kinds of gems and 25 silver plates for Harati. 
The gifts of his two queens of a golden cup a piece for 
offering milk for Srf Véeakagaia were also registered in the 
temple at Tirumalai. 


(2) His Second Visit. 


The second visit, without his queens this time, came 
close upon the first within the next three months (on 2nd 
May 1513 A.D.), when he presented a2 number of orna- 
ments for Sri Veakateda and three small crowns for the 
Processional images of Lord. 

(3) Hie Third Visit. 

The next date that occurs for Krishnaraya in these 
epigraphas is about a month and a half later (13th June 
1513 A.D.) when he granted five villages to God with 
libations of water to serve for the expenses of His daily 
offerings and Tai-Brahmétsavam which he newly instituted 
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in the temple at Tirumalai for the merit of his father 


Narasa-Nayaka and mother Nigalamha. 


(4) His Fourth Visit. 


An opportunity was taken by Krishyar’ya to pay his 
obeisance for the fourth time to God Véakateéa during his 
return to his capital city of Vijayanagara after persuing 
Prataparudra-Gajapati as far as Kondavidu and capturing the 
Udayagiri fortress during his first campaign against the 
Gajapati on 6th July 1314 A.D. ‘This time he had a 
Kanakabhishékam performed to Lord Tiruveigalanadha with 
30,000 varahans or gold coins, presented some ornaments 
for Him and arranged His daily offerings for which he 
again granted a village. Of his two queens who accom- 
panied him to Tirumalai temple from the military campaign, 
Chinndjidevi, presented a padakam (pendant) and a necklace 
and gave a village for His daily offerings instituted by her 
as her ubhaiyam while Tirumaladsvi presented an another 
pendant and alsc granted a village for similar offerings as 


ber ubhaiyam. 
(5) His Fifth Visit. 


For the fifth time Krishnardya visited Tirupati and paid 


his respect to God Sri Véeikatesa on and January 


A.D., which happened at the end of his wars against the 
Gajapati king. Un the above date, he was present in the 
temple at Tirumalai paid his homage to God Tiruvengala- 
natha and gave a necklace and a pendant for Him and 
also 30,000 golds for gilding the Anandanilaya-Vimanam 
over the sanctum together with the grant of tolls of tooo 
varthans for the purpose of conducting weekly ablution 


(Pulikka@pu-abhishskam or Friday ablution.) 
(6) His Sixth Visit. 


On 16th October yer8 A.D, only within the five 
weeks after the gilding of the Vimainam he visited the 
temple at Tirumalai and granted some land for the merit 
of prince Tirumalaréya Maharaya for the prosperity of his 
new-born son in the very year of his birth. He must have 
felt himself greatly blest on the birth of the son and so 
hastened to offer his adoration at the feet of his Patron- 
God Tiruveigalanadha and invoke His blessings for the 
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health and prosperity of the babe, But unfortunately his 
happiness in this respect was cut off after six years only 
when this prince Tirumalaraya breathed his last. 


(7) His Seventh Visit. 


For the.seventh and the last time Krishnaraya visited 
the temple at Tirumalai and paid his obeisance to God 
Tiruveigalanatha on 7th February 1g21 A.D. and had by 
himself presented a pitimbaram set with nine kinds of 
gems, a cap with pearls, diamonds, emeralds and sapphires 
embedded into it, two fly-whisks set with nine kinds of 
gems, a padakam and 10,000 varahans or gold-coins; and 
a navaratna-padakam through his queen Tirumaladevii In the 
temple at Tirumalai his inscriptions are registered in 
Nos, 32-39, 60-68, and 76-86 of Vol. Ill. 


Kulstuaga-Chota I alias Rajendra Chéla IJ (to70-1122 A. D.,) granted 
Munnaippindi village as a tax-free davadinam. [Vide No, 24

Kumara Anantaraja [See Matla Kumira Anantaraja.} 


Kumara Ramanuja Ayyaigar [Vide Table No. 49.) He was the gon of 
the famous Kandadai Raminuja Ayyangir, the manager of 
Raminujakttams at Tirumalai and in Tirupati and the 
guardian of the gold-treasury of Sri Vaikatesa. For the 
merit of Achyularaiya Mahariya, he constructed a wooden 
car for Tirupati Sri Rama on 14th January 1430 A. D. [Vide 
No. 1 of Vol [V.]

His gift of 
5,000 panam in favour of Sri Vehkatééa was also registered 
in the temple at Tirumalai on #7th October 1493 A, D.

Nagaraja (a devotee) was the son of Mallamaraja. [See No. 150 of

Nagara Padandaiyar (great scholar). He was the son of Timmarasa 
Padaadaiyar of Gaurandam village. He granted Tippasapuram 
village, yielding an annual income of 300 rékhai-pon or 
gold-coins in addition to 100 ghatti-varahan gifted by him 
for the improvement of the lands of the above-said village 
for the preparation of 4 daily tiruppénaka-taligai to be 
presented to Lord Srinivasa at Tirumalai on igth August 
1546 A.D. [See No. 77 of Vol. V.J 


Nagara Panditar (known as Mallarasar Nagaraga]) was the son of Ananta 
Panditar (Anantarasar) of Vasishtha-gotra, Agvaliyana-sitra and 
Rik-sakha, residing in Vijayapuram (Bijapur) and one of the 
disciples of Papavindgam Srirdmayyangar. He constructed a 
manjapam at Tirumalai and paid a sum of 1,885 panam into 
the temple-treasury of Sri Véikateéa as capital for certain 
offerings to be presented in the names of his preceptor and 
his sister, Gauramman on the préscribed days. [Vide No. 
tog of Vol. IV, dated 6th September 1538 A. D.] 


Again, a cash deposit of 3,240 panam was made by him 
for the preparation of 36 appa-padi to be presented to Sri 
Utsava-Marti while seated in the above-said mantapam on the 
prescribed days as his service. [Vide No. 140 of Vol. 1V,] 


Nigasani, the daughter of Obulayyan and one of the temple-damsels sent by 
Achyutaraya Mahiraya to serve in the temples at Tirumalai 
and in Tirupati, made provision for the offerings of 13 appa- 
padi to be presented to Sri Utsava-Marti while seated in the 
mantapam constructed by her in her flower-garden at Tiru- 
malai. [Vide No. 46 of Vol. V, dated and July 1545 A. D.] 


Nallgr Angandai was the son of Nallar or Nallaperumal and one of the 
Tirumalai temple-accountants, residing at Tirumalai. [Vide 
Table No, 68.) Van-Sathakopa Jiyar of Ahsbila-Matham con- 
structed, in the past, at the entrance to Sri Géovindaraja's 
temple in Tirupati, a verandah of the Vasanta-mantapam 
with stone, but left the stone-roof over the said mantapam 
unfinished ; and a sum of 2000 panam was paid by this Nallar 
Aigindai in favour of Sri Vaakatésa for permission and put 
up the roof in stone over this varandah at his own cost, and 
deposited another sum of 2000 pana for certain offerings 
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to be presented to Sri Gavindardian and His divine consorts 
and Ajvars while seated in the above-said Vasanta-manfapam 
on the prescribed days as his ubhaiyam. [Vide No. 83 of 
Vol. I, dated 6th June 1485 A. D.]. 


Nami-seitiyar, the son of Sadayapalli Tippu-settiyar of Vettanagai-Rishi-gatra 
and one of the merchants, residing at Krishnaréyapattanam, 
one of the suburbs of Chandragiri, contructed a mantapam 
in Tirupati at his own cost and deposited a sum of 1,230 
panam for certain offerings to be presented to Sri Gavinda- 
rijan and Sri Achyutaperum@] while seated in the same 
mantapam on the two days of Hunting festivals, celebrated 
for Them as bis charity. {Vide No, gz of Vol. IV, dated 
7th January 1537 A, D.] 


Again, a sum of 1575 panam was deposited by him as 
capital on gist January 1537 A.D. for the celebration of 
Vijaya-Dagami festival krown as Vannimaram festival for 
Sri Véikateéa at the end of Lakshmidavi festival or Navaratri 
festival, [Vide No. 95 of Vol. IV] 


Nambimar Appayyan [See Appayyan Véakatattuyaivar.] 


Nandyéla-Narapparaja was the son of Nandydla-Narasiagaraja of Atraya- 
gotra, Apastamba-sitra and Yajué-aakhd. [Vide Tab’e 
No, 37.] He granted tw: villages, yielding an annual income 
of 100 rékhai-pon or gold-coins as the temple-villages of 
Sri Veakataga for the purpose of propitiating two Dvara-

66.1 On 24th September 1475 A. D., he paid a sum of 
4000 nar-panam in favour of Srf Veakataéa as capital for

Nardyana-Dasari-Nayakkar (an officer) constructed a mantapam on the 
bank of Gévinda-pushkarint (holy tank) in Tirupati, prepared 
and instalied Sri Rama, Sita, and Sri Pattabhi Veakateda 
peruma] in the said mantapam as his charity and made pro- 
vision for Their daily offerings etc, and he also arranged 
Muchukunuaméksham festival for Sri Govindarajan in Tirupati.

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Pallikopdaperumal Karpiram Mavarayar, residing in the village of 
Viramadakkippatti in Sdlamandalam constructed the front man- 
fapam and other useful buildings in the shrine of

(sacred cloths) etc, were provided for to be presented to 
Sri Veikayeéa first and then to these five Alvars and 
Ramanuja, abiding in Tirupati temple through a cash deposit 
of 460 nag-papam. Provision was also made for certain 
offerings to be presented to Sri Sudardana or Chakrattajvan 
during Vaikasi and ni-Brahmatsavam celebrated for Srt 
Govindarajan in Tirupati, [Vide No. 96 of Vol. IV, dated 
and February 1537 A. D.] 


Pardntakadeyi-Amnian, the chief queen of Parantaka 1 (go7—953 A. D.) 
who was the son of Aditya I and grandson of Chéla

(ornamental plate for the forehead) containing 6 rubies, 
4 diamonds and 28 pearls to Tiruvahkatadavar (Sri Vaikatasa, 
abiding in the temple at Tirumalai) as her service. (Vide

Paragivam Apdan, one of the temple servants arranged for the supply 
of flowers for the daily worship in the temple of Sri 
Parigaréavara-svami, abiding at Yégimallavaram, near Tirupati.

Pagindi Véakatattugaivar alias Jiyar Ramanuja-Ayyan was one of the great 
scholars, residing at Tirumalai and in Tirupati. He con- 
structed a mantapam at Tirumalai and paid a sum of 2000 
panam as, capital for the preparation of Tiruppavadai-taligai, 
Appa-padi etc. to be presented to Lord Sri Vankataga on 
the day of ‘Lanniramudu festival during Adhyayanétsavam at 
Tirumatai as his ubhaiyam. He newly arranged the Vana. 
bhéjanam function (picnic, an out-door pleasure party, inclu- 
ding the trustees of Tirumalai temple) on the bank of 
Akaéa-Gaiga-Water fall at Tirumalai on the day of this 
Tanni-ramudu festival as his ubhaiyam. It was also arranged 
that God Sri Veikates will, while presiding at the said 
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Tiruppavadai-prasadam, be graciously pleased to hear, the 
Veikatachala-Mahatmyam compiled and humbly presented by 
this Rimanuja Ayyan.

Patfarpirin Ayyan was one of the Sattida Bkaki Srivaishnavas, residing, 
at Tirumalai and in Tirupati and a disciple of Paravastu

of Sri Nammijvar for certain offerings to be made during 
Adhyayanétsavam, celebrated for Tirupati Namméalvar as his 
ubhaiyam on 4th May 1s14 A.D, [Vide No. 102 of Vol IIL] 


His second donation of 300 panam was also registered 
in No. 156 of Vol. HII, dated 2rst October rs23 A. D. 


Pattarpiran Jiyar, one of the disciples of (another) Pattarpiran Jiyar 
deposited a sum of 200 papam as capital for the purpose 
of propitiating Sri Vaakataéa with 1 tirukkanamadai (modern 
Manshara padi) on all the days of Punarvasu star, occurring 
every month, being the monthly birth-star of his preceptor 
Patfarpirin Jiyar as his ubhaiyam on 3oth June 1493 A. D.

Peda Tirumalichirya (See Tallapaikam Peda Tirumalacharya.] 


Pendilikeduku Chennayya, the son of Narasiigayyan of Harita-gétra, Apas- 
tamba-sitra and Yajuésaikha granted Hanumanikonda village 
in favour of the Tirumalai temple with the object of propitia- 
ting Sri Veakagaéa with 1 appa-padi daily and Sri Gévinda- 
rija with 6 tirupponaka-taligai daily for the merit of 
Tirumalamman, the daughter of Saluva Gévindaraja on 2oth 
November 1524 A.D. [Vide No. 163 of Vol. IJ] 


Pendilikoduku Timmaraja, the son of Kamparaja of solar race, belonging to 
“toe Kagyapa-gotra and Apastampa-sitra, residing in Manumapéli 
village granted 3 villages, yielding an annual income of 200 
rékhai-pon (gold-coins) for the purpose of conducting Vasan- 
tétsavam festival for Sri Vaakagséa in Tirumalai temple for 
s days in the month of Masi every year as his ubhaiyam 

on 8th June 1547 A. D. [Vide No. 93 of Vol. V.] 


Whereas the above-mentioned sum of 200 rékhai-pon, an 
aggregate income of the 3 village was stopped and in liew 
of these 3 villages, he endowed with another village (viz, 
Vattaliru (village), yielding an annual income of 200 rékhai- 
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pon towards the said Vasantotsavam at the same scale as 
mentioned in the previous record. [Vide No. 151 of Vol, 
V, dated isth February 1554 AD.) 


Penukonda Virappagna was the royal officer, belonging to the personal staff 
of Achyutarsya. His parents were Léepakshi Nandi-Lakku.

On sth December 1536, he granted Pasikalpaqu village, 
situatea in Gandikota province, yielding an annual income 
of 120 gold-coins and made this day a cash deposit of 
200 rékhai-pon into the Tirumalai temple-treasury for the 
merit of emperor Achyutaraya Mahiraya with the stipulation 
of offering 8 pcagal taligai daily to Sri Véakateéa as his 
ubhaiyam.

Periya Kommamman was the chief queen of Sriman Mahamandalégvara 
Salakaraja Periya Tirumalayyadéva Maharaja and a lady 
disciple of Koyil-Kandadai Anna. She constructed a mantapam 
in her flower-garden at Tirumalai and deposited a sum of 
1300 nag-panam for the preparation of certain offerings to 
be presented to Gods while seated in the above-said mantapam 
during the Brahmotsavam at Tirumalai as her ubhaiyam. 
Provision was also made for certain offerings to be 
presented to Sri G6vindarajan and Alvars, abiding in Tiru- 
pati on the prescribed days.

Periya Kanézi-setti and his younger brother Kasari Kondu-éetfi, the sons 
of Ellu-setii, belonging to Kavarai caste residing in Palavég- 
kadu village deposited a sum of 3200 nag-panam as capital 
for the preparation of 2 taligai-prasidam to be offered to 
Sri Veikajééa as their ubhaiyam in the year 1545 A. D.

Periya-Najfavar (the chief administrative officer of Tirukkudavar-nidu in 
the district of Tiruvehkata-kottam) having assembled in the 
council-chamber (attached) to the Tiruvilaa-Kéyil (Tirumalai 
temple) situated in Yiruchanar in full members and resolved 
upon the representation of four trustees of the Tirumalai 
temple (viz,  Sri-Sathaképadasarpillai, Kollikavalidasarpillai 
and others) in respect of the provision to be made for 
daily offerings of Tirumaigai Alvar, installed in the shrine 
of Sri Gévindar#jan in Tirupati as the ubhaiyam of the 
said Periya-Naffir (some years ago) witnessed this grant of 
Kottakkalvay village made by the residents of the same

He was one of the prominent commander-in-chiefs 
of the forces of three successive kings, viz., Immadi Nara- 
simha, son of Sdluva-Narasimha, Tuluva Vira-Narasimha and 
Krishnaraya. He granted Kadalar village in favour of the 
temple-treasury of Sri Veikateéa for certain offerings to be 
made with the income derived thereby both to Sri Veakateda 
and Sri Rama, abiding in the temple at Tirumalai. He 
excavated an irrigation channel for a temple village of Srt 
Vaikajaéa and presented roo cows for the purpose of 
diparaidhana daily in the temple at Tirumalai as his service, 
[See No, 1 of Vol. Ul, dated gth September 1504 A. D.), 


On 14th July rs12 A.D, he again granted another 
village in favour Tirumalai temple for certain offerings to be 
presented to Sri Veakataéa and Garudalvar at Tirumalai and 
presented 50 cows for the maintanance of ghee lights in 
the divine presence of Lord Srinivasa.

during the reign of Tribhuvana-Chakravartiga] Sri Nayanar 
Yadavaraya, [See No. 113 of Vol. 1.1 


Periyaperumaldasar, one of the disciples of Periyaperumal Jiyar of Tiru- 
malai and the manager of the Pingenga-Villi-flower-garden 
and Matham at Tirumalai deposited a sum of 1,160 payam 
as capital for daily offerings on 22nd May 1477 AD. [Vide 
No. 69 of Vol. IL] Again, he paid another sum of 1,400 
panam as capital for tiruvélakkam taligai, appa-padi etc, to 
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be presented to Sri Veakatééa on the day of Adhyayanét- 
savam-Sattumugai as his ubhaiyam every year. Further, he 
arranged for certain other daily offerings to be presented 
to Sri Govindarajar in Tirupati as his kaiakaryam.

appa-pedi to Sri Gévindarajan and certain other offerings to 
Ramanuja on the prescribed days as his ubhaiyam on 23rd

Periya Solaiyan, the son of Samaiyar Gévindarijan, one of the Tirumalai 
temple accountants, deposited a sum of 3,000 panam as 
capital for the purpose of conducting Vasantétsavam (Spring 
festival) for Sri G&vindarajan, abiding in the temple in Tiru- 
pati for 5 days in the month of Paaguni as his ubhaiyam,

Perumal Mudaliyar, the son of Avidikalappajar Tiruvankatamudaiyar of Tiru- 
nagariyar family, residing in Tirupati depcsited a sum of 
11000 panam into the temple-treasury of Sri Veakagssa as 
capital for the purpose of preparing § tiruppénaka-taligat or 
potgal-taligai to be presented to Sri Govindarajan daily as his 
ubhaiyam and 24 appa-padi and 118 éidai-padi to be presented 
to Sri Govindarajan and His consorts while seated in the 
manfapam constructed by him in front of his house in 
Tirupati on the days of Vaikadi and Ani-Brahmétsavam, 
Summer festival, Bkadasi festival etc. [Vide No. 136 of Vol.

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Perumé], one of the Tirumalai temple-accountants, constructed a mantapam 
in Tirupati at his own cust and paid a sum of 100 panam 
as capital for the purpose of preparing 1 appa-padi to be 
presented to Sri Gévindarijan while seated in the above- 
said mantapam on the day of hunting festival, newly 


instituted by hiv. [Vide No 3 of Vol. I', dated 24th June 
1436 A.D] 


Perurmindi Devarasiyér, the queen of Vijaya-Ganda-Gépaladeva presented 
cows and bulls for maintaining 3 ghee-lignts in the divine 
presence of Sri Véikaigsa at Tirumalai. [Vide Nos. 63 and 
6a of Vil. 1] 


Pilai-poguttir, the son of Dvarapativélar; Malaiperumal of Gépéla-éeyti class, 
residing in the village of Neduagunram canstructed a 
mantapam on the south bank of Svami pushxariai at Tiru- 
malai and paid a sum of s000 panam as capital for certain 
offerings to be presented to Gods while seated in the above- 
said mantapam on the prescribed days yearly as his 
ubhaiyam. [Vide No. 15 of Vol. IV, dated goth April 
1532 A.D.] 

Again, he granted 5 villages in favour of the temple. 
treasury at Tirumalai for the purpose of propitiating Sri 
Vankataéa with 20 poagal-taligai daily as his ubhaiyam 
[Vide No. 48 of Vol IV. 


His last charity of 1500 panam was also regestered in 
the temple at Tirumalai. [See No. 177 of Vol. IV.] 


Pillai Tiruppani-Bhandirattar. (Public Works Officers, connected with the 
temples at Tirumalai and in Tirupati). As Sdluva Narasimha- 
riya Mahardya granted Durgasamudram village for 
building works of the Tirumalai temples, the public works 
Officers are authorised to collect the income from the said 
village and appropriate it for the construction of the 
Gopurams at Tirumalai and in Tirapati as the charity of 
Saluva Narasimhardya, [Vide No. 79 of Vol. II, dated 
goth May 1482 A. D,jJ 


Heitherto he was paying the actual cast of the rice, ghee 
ete,, for the preparation of 2 poigal-taligai to be presented 
to Sri Vaikataéa daily as his ubhaiyam and on the 8th 
day of December 1494 A.D,, he deposited a sum of 2,000 
panam as the permanent capital to carry it out cancelling 
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the previous arrangement of cash payments every now and 
then, [Vide No. 131 of Vol. IL] 


Pokkan-Bralima-éett was one of the royal-treasury officer. His charity 
was also registered in No. 66 of Vol. I. 


Pokkdran Pandiyadaraiyan (royal treasury officer) and the son of Andar 
arranged to conduct Paaguni Brahmétsavam for Alagiya 
Peruma} (Sri Sundararajan, abiding in the shrine of Tirv- 
chintr) in the sth year of the reign of Tribhuvana- 
chakravarti Sri Rajarajadeva (iI). [Vide No. 34 of Vol. 1] 


In the r4th year of the reign of the same R&jaraja 
If, he made a grant of Munnaippindi (modern Mullampiiedi) 
village (situated near Tirupati) for the purpose of conduct. 
ing Mad-Brahmétsavam for Sri Pardéaréévara-Svami, abiding 
in the temple of Yégimallavaram, near Tirupati [Vide No. 
38 of Vol. [.] 


Potlapadi Rangaraja, the son of Aravidu Narapparaja granted a village, 
yielding an annual income of 370 rékhai-pon (gold-coins) 
in favour of Tirumalai temple for the purpose of propitiating 
Sri Véeakatésa with Pasaya-tdligai, Elu-dgarai etc., daily as 
his ubhaiyam. He also provided night-offerings to God 6ri 
Vaskatega (another image of Srf Veakatésa) prepared and 
installed by him in a shrine, constructed by him in the 
north mada street in Tirupati: [Vide No. 79 of Vol. V, 
dated 13th October 1546 A. D.] 


Pradhani Saluva Timmarasa was the Prime Minister and great 
commander-in-chief of Krishnariya. [See Note 3 on page 94 
of Vol. if] He granted a village in favour of $ri 
Véhkatééa for daily offerings etc, and presented Pitimbaram 
adorned with the pearless and embroidered robe of silk 
during his visit to Tirumalat temple on 13th January 1512 
A.D. A mantapam was also constructed by him at Tirumalai 
and made provision for certain offerings to be presented to 
Processional deities while seated in the above-said mantapam 
on the days of his monthly birth-stars, Brahmétsavam etc., 
as his ubhaiyam. [Vide Nos. 21 and 22 of Vol. Ill, dated 
13th January 512 A.D. 


Pradhini Timmarasayya (known as Dalavay Timmarasayya, the commander 
of the army at Chandragiri under Achyutaradya Mahbaraya) 
was the son of Sémarasayya of Kéasyapa-gotra, Aavaldyana- 
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stra and Rik-sikha, He granted a village in favour of 
Sri Veakajé’a and made a donation of 1 §,000 panam for 
certain offerings to be presented to Gods on the prescribed 
days as his ubhaiyam, He constructed a mantapam 
also at Tirumalai. [Vide No. 183 of Vol. EV, dated 3st 
December 1540 A. D.} 


Prasidakkisar Mabamedaigal (contractors of the offered prasidam in the 
temples at Tirumalai and in Tirupati) deposited a sum of 
3260 param for the purpose of conducting Hunting festival 
for Sri Vittha'asaperuma], enshrined in Tirupati, and for 
certain offerings to be presented to Sri Gévindarajan on the 
day of Miasi-Makham festival etc, as the ubhaiyam of 
Nayinér, Sevvu-Nayakkan, Féraéyiram and others. [Vide 
No. 88 of Vol. V, dated 6th February 1547 A. D.] 


Prativadi Bhayaikaram Annangaracharya. [See Annaigaracharya.] 
Pinandavati, the daughter of Méalabhaiyan paid a sum of 120 gold- 


vargban as capital for certain daily offerings to God 
Vankateéa as her ubhaiyam. [Vide No. 200 of Vol. ILL] 


Purushéttamayyan [See Panditar: Purushéttamayyan.] 

Pavula Mannappayyar paid a sum of 3000 panam as capital for the 
purpose of propitiating Sri Venkateaa with 2 daily poigal- 
taligai as his ubhaiyam in the temple at Tirumalai on 18th 
May 1528 A.D, [Vide No. 176 of Vol. HL]

Raja-Ganda Gopsla (Chief). [Vide No, 80 of Vol. IJ 
Ramébhattar (knowu as Chandragiri Rama-Bhattar), the son of Bhatanatha 
Sittar-Bhatiar of Gautama-gétra, Asvaliyani-Sttra and Rik- 
Sakhg, wag an able general, a viceroy and a skilful adminis- 
trator in the empire of Achyutaraya. 
(1) On 18th February 1532 A-D., he deposited a sum 
of 3500 panam for conducting Paaguni Uttiram festival and 
Kartikai festival for Sri Gévindarajan and Floating festival 
fur Sri Rama, abiding in Tirupati as his ubhaiyam. [Vide 
No. 18 of Vel. IV-] 
(2) He established an Agrahsram called Tiruvéakajapuram 
in Tirupati and constructed mantapams in front of the 
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temple in Tirupati and Tirumalai. Provision was aloo made 
for 20 daily tirupponaka-taligai for Sri Véakateéa as his 
ubhaiyam on 26th December 1535 A.D. [Vide No, 61 of 
Vol. IV.4 

(3) For the purpose of conducting his monthly birth-star 
festival in the temple of Sri Govindarajan in Tirupati and 
presenting certain offerings on the day of Magi-Makham 
festival in Tirupati, he deposited a sum of 225 Chakram 
(gold coins) as capital on 15th December 1536 A.D. [Vide 
No. 80 of Vol. Vv] 


(4) Like Bhachcharasayya, Penukonda Virappanmga, Krish- 
nappa-Nayaka and other officers, he also deposited a sum 
of 15,000 nay-panam as capital for 300 appa-padi offerings 
yearly to be presented to Gods as his service on rath 
January 1537 A.D. [Vide No, 84 of Vol. IV.]

Ramachandra Ayyan, son of......constructed a mantapam in Tirupati and 
made provision for certain offerings to be presented to 
Govindarajan, Gadadevi or Andil and cther Deities while 
seated in the above-said mantapam on the day of Chitré 
Piirnima festival etc, as his ubhaiyam on 2oth September 1631 
A. D, [Vide No. 21 of Vol. VI, Part 1.) 


Ramachandra Yatamadaravu (See Sivarija Ramachandra Yatamadarav.] 


Rimadisar (known as Sriramadasar), (First Ramadisa of Tirupati. Hatht- 
rémji-Matha ?) who maintains a flower-garden at Papavinaga- 
Tirtham (=Papavindéam-water-fall) at Tirumalai paid into the 
temple-treasury of Sri Veikatsia, a sum of 1000 panam for 
daily offerings to be made to Sri Vabkateéa as his ubhaiyam 
on 7th July 1454 A. D. He also presented good-milking 


cows and valuable jewels. {Vide Nos, 225, 225 and 227 of 
Vol. 1.] 
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Ramalakshmanadisa, one of the brother disciples of $ri Mahant 
Prayagadasa, the then Vicharapakarla (Dharma-karta) of 
these Tirumalai-Tirupati Devasthanams arranged for {xing 
of the Kanaka-kalagsam (golden vase) over the Vimanam 
of Sri Véakatesvara’s shrine in the temple at Tirumalai, 
[Vide No. 135 of Vol. VI, dated 30th September rgoé A.D.} 

Rimanujadisa, one of the disciples of Kandir Appayyaigar residing 
in Umbarképai village deposited into the temple-treasury of 
Sri Véakatésa at Tirumalai a sum of 1200 panam as capital 
for an offering of 20 iddali-padi to be presented yearly to 
Sri Veakateéa and Sri Govindarajan on the prescribed festival 
days as his service on 16th March 1536 A.D, as mentioned 
in No. 69 of Vol. IV. 

Rim&nuja Jiyar (known as Kéyil-kelvi Ramanuja Jiyar) was the disciple 
of Kayil Kandadai Appan and manager of Paakayachchelli 
flower-garden at Tirumalai. (For his prodecessors in the 
throne of Periya Jiyar's Matham at Tirumalai and in 
Tirupati, Vide Table No. 31.] On and April 1494 A.D, 
he deposited a sum of 600 panam for the preparation of 
22 atirasa-padi to be presented to Sri Véakagasa, Sri Govinda- 
rijan and Sri Vishvakséria on the prescribed days as the 
ubhaiyam of his disciple Aruvilli Anantayyan Abhaiyan as 
stated in No. 122 of Vol. HJ 

Ramanujarya (Ramanuja Timmayyaigdr?) instituted the Snapana-Tiru- 
mafijanam (holy bath) for Sri Govindarajan in company with 
His two consorts (Sridavi and Bhidavi) on the day Of the 
Yajurveda Upakarma (in the holy tank, Alvar Tirtham in 
Tirupati) for the welfare and prosperity of the world. 
[Vide No. 29 of Vol. II, dated 1389 Saka=1467 A. D.] 

Raminuja Timmayyaagir. His incomplete inscription is registered in the 
temple at Tirumalai as stated in No. 56 of Vol. Il, dated 
1474 A.D. As he deposited a sum of 360 panam into the 
temple-treasury of Sri Veakafesa for the preparation of 12 
atirasa-padi and 4 Dadhyddana-taligai to be presented to 
Gods on the. festival days of Sri Rama-Navami, Brahmétsavam 
etc, as his ubhaiyam, his inscription was registered in tha 
temple at Tirumalai. [Vide No. 3 of Vol. III, dated 28th 
October 1504 A. D.] 

Ramanujayyan of Harita-gotra was the son of Narasimharaya Mudaliyar 
and grandson of Sathaképadasdr, one of. the Srivaishnavas, 
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residing in Tirupati. [Vide Table No. 24.] He made a gift 
for conducting Saturday ablution for Sri Haniman jand 
certain offerings to be presented to this Hantiman during 
Dhanurmisa Paja ete, [Vide Nos. 146 and 147 of Vol, IL] 
On qth September 1506 A. D., an another sum of 1600 panam 
was paid by him into the temple-treasury at Tirumalai for 
the preparation of daily offerings and festival offerings to 
be offered to Sri Veakatesa and Sri Gévindarajn on the 
prescribed days in his name. [See,No. 7 of Vol. JIf.] On 
tgth September 1508 A. D. a joint inscription was registered 
in the name of this Ramanujayyan and his younger brother 
Timmayyan in the temple at Tirumalai for certain offerings 
to be presented to Sri Vehkatega, Sri Gavindarajan, Sri Rama 
and Alvars on the prescribed days as their ubhaiyam. 
[Vide No. 15 of Vol. ili] On 22nd October 1544 A.D. 
his last inscription is registered in the temple at Tirumalai 
as stated in No 26 of Vol. V. 


Rimapuram Silambidaiyar-aetti [See dilambidalyar-éetti.] 


Ramayyan (known as Matla Ramayyan) was the son of Matla Mallayyar 
of Yiyari-éetti-gotra and one pf the disciples of Sri Paraéara- 
Bhattacharya of Harita-gétra A sum of: 420 panam was 
deposited by him for the preparation of 14 dégai-padi to be 
offered to Tirupati Gods on the prescribed days in his 
name on 6th March 1536 A.D. |See No. 73 of Vol. IV.] 


Ramayyan, son of Periyaperumil..,., [See No. 98 of Vol IV} 

Rayasam (Secretay) Hariyappar of Kisyapa-gotra, Aévaldyana-sitra and 
Rik-sikha, paid a sum of 1580 panam into the temple-treasury 
of Sri Vetkatéga for the purpose of conducting his charity 
in the temple at Tirumalai on 11th September 1544 A. D. 
[Vide No. 21 of Vol. V.J 


Rayasam Kondamarasayya. He was one of the prominent officers of 
Krishnariya who took active part in the battle of Raichur. 
He was the grandson of Sripatyachdrya and son of Timma- 
rasa-Mantri and Saigamambika, [See page 276 of Vol. III 
and Table No, 101.] For the benefit of the temple-treasury 
of Sri Vehkagaéa he granted Mulumbindi village situated in 
Udayagiri province for the purpose-of conducting bis charity 
in the temple at Tirumalai on r7th April sig A.D. [Vide 
No. 130 of Vol, IIL] 
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Again, an another donation of 1200 nap-panam was made by 
him for the purpose of propitiating Sri Gévindarajan with 
daily offerings as his ubhaiyam on 28th May tsqi A. D. 
[Vide No. 161 of Vol. 1V.J 


Rayasam Konappayya was the son of Timmarasayya of Musalimadu village 
and grandson of Viramarasar of Haritasa-gétra and younger 
brother of Rayasam Vénkatddri. [Vide Table No. 243.) He 
granted two villages and some shares of lands, yielding an 
annual incume of 646 rékai-pon for the purpose of conduc- 
ting his charity in the temples at Tirumalai and in Tirupati 
as stated in No. 167 of Vol. IV, dated sth December 1561 
A.D. 


Rayasam Ramachandra Dikshitar was one of the prominent officers under 
Achyutaraya Maharfya. He was the son of Nagarabhattar 
of Kasyapa-gétra, Apastamba-sitra and Yajus-sakha, and one 
of the residents of Agaram Kadaladi alias Kamara Vaikagadri- 
samudram. As he granted Tamaraipakkam village, yielding 
an annua! income of 200 rékhai-pon (gold-coins) for con- 
ducting his charity in the temple at Tirumalai, his inscrip. 
tion was registered in No, 23 of Vol. IV, dated rst July 
1533 A. D. 


He constructed a manfapam on the bank of Achyuta- 
raya's tank at Tirumalai and paid a sum of 5000 panam 
as capital for certain offerings to be offered to Gods while 
seated in the above-said mantapam on the days of his 
monthly birth-stars on 13th August 1533 A. D. [Vide 
No. 24 of Vol, 1V.] 


On 26th December 1535 A.D., an another sum of 5000 
panam was deposited by him for certain offerings to be made 
to Sri Venkatéga, Nammalvar and other Gods on the stipulated 
days as his last ubhaiyam in the temple at Tirumalai. [Vide 
No. 59 of Vol IV.}. 


Rayasam ‘Timmarasayyar granted 3 villages in the province of Konda. 
vidu, yielding an annual income of s00 rékhai-pon (gold- 
coins) in favour of Sri Veikajesa for the purpose of con- 
ducting his charity in the temple of Sri Govindarajan in 
Tirupati on 18th September 1538 A.D. [Vide No. rir of 
Vol. [v.] 
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Rayasam Veikatidri was the elder son of Timmarasayya of Musalimadu 
village, and grandson of Vimarasar of Harilasa-gétra. [Vide 
Table No. 243.) His charity was also registered in the 
temple at Tirumalai along with the document of his younger 
brother Rayasam Kénappayya on sth December ry6r A. D. 
[Vide Rayasam Kanappayya and No. 167 of Vol. V.] 

Remadicheruvu Appayyan. His incomplete inscription is registered in the 
temple of rf Gavindaraja in Tirupati. [Vide No. 199 of 
Vol. IL}

Sadasivanayindr Govindar, an accountant, residing in the village of 
Adiy@r deposited a sum of 1000 panam into the temple- 
treasury of Sri Venkatasa for one daily tirupponakam taligai 
to be presented to Lord at Tirumalai as his service. [Vide 
No. 37 of Vol. Il, dated joth December 1468 A.D.]. 

Sadisivardya Maharayas [For the genealogy of this emperor Sadasivaraya 
Mahéraya, Vide Table No. 32 in section 1 of this 
Volume.) 

Though Sadagivariya Maharaya administered the empire 
apparently as a co-regent with Achyutaraya, his position on the 
Vijayanagara throne appears to have been shaken immediately 
on the death of Achyutariya, through the attempted 
usurpation by Salaka Timmaraja, one of the two brothers- 
in-law of Achyutaraya, and the ensuing civil war which 
continued for over a year Along with his two younger 
brothers ‘Tirumalaraya and Véenkatadri, Aliya-Ramaraya is said 
to have taken up the cause of his brother-in-law Sadadiva- 
rays, vanquished the usurper Salaka Timma and then 
installed Sadasivardya on the throne of Vijayanagara in 
Saka 1465. 

The happy news of this enthronement of Sadagiva 
evoked a gift of a village on rgth April, 1543 A.D, from 
the king’s agent Dalavay Krishnappa-Nayakka, son of Dalavay 
Chennappa-Nayaka in gratitude for the fulfilment of his 
prayer that the king’s accession to the throne of Vijaya- 
nagara must be a permanent one, Similar gratitude is also 
found expressed by Tamalappa-Nayaka in his grant of his 
village made on the 6th August 1543 A.D. 
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Sadasivardya’s first visit to the temple at Tirumalai is 
registered in No. tga of Vol, V, dated ard February 1554 
A.D. His second visit is mentioned to bave taken place 
on the auspicious cecasion of the Makara-Saakramam which 
occurred on the 28th December 1553 A D. It is recorded 
that Sadasivardya Mahéraya then granted with libations of 
water, as a sarvamanya giff, the taxes ullayam, pérayam 
etc, from the various provinces of his kingdom for the 
benefit of Tirupati Nammilvar-Rimanujakitam built by 
Aravidu Kondaraja, son of Rimaraja Konetiraja. [Vide No. 
154 of Vol. V, dated 2nd July 1554 A.D.] For the private 
grants made by this king Sadaéivaraya Maha@raya to Nagara- 
Padandaiyar, son of Timmarasa Padandaiyar, Tirupati Acharya 
Purusha-Srinivisa Ayyaigdr, son of Sottal Eiar Tirumala 
Nambi Kumfra-Tatachirya and the famous scholar Tallapakam 
Tirumalai Ayyaigar, [Vide Nes. 77, 92 and 47 of Vol. V, 
of Tirupati Devasthainam Inscriptions. ] 


Nagaiyyar, son of Mantravadi Méadarasar of Kégyapa gétra, 
Asvalayana-satra and Bik-dikha granted Muttukkir village in 
favour of Sri Vaikatega for the purpose of propitiating Him 
daily with 7 poagal-taligai as his service in the temple at 
Tirumalai on 2gth December 1530 A.D., as mentioned in 
No. 7 of Vol. IV. 


Salakaraja Sigu-Tirumalaraja,.was the son of Salakaraja and Tippajamman 


and grandson of Siigar&ja and great grandson of Lakkaraja, 
[Vide Table No. 117 in Section 1.] For the benefit and 
welfare of his younger sister Varadajidevi, the queen of 
Achyutarfya, he erected an Aaganam-street at Tirumalai and 
dedicated it in her name on 2tst December rs4r A.D. 
[Vide No. 168 of Vol. IV.] 


Saluva Goppayya, was the son of Sajuva Mallayadava Maharaja and younger 


brother of Saluva Ramachandra Maharaja [Vide Table No. 59,] 
A sum of 1500 panam was deposited by him as capital in the 
temple at Tirumalai for the preparation of panakam offering 
to be made to Lord Sri Veakagaéa daily as his ubhaiyam 
[Vide Nos. 41 and 42 of Vol. II, dated 7th June 1469 
A. DJ 


Saluva Gévindaraja was the son of Rachirija and younger brother of 


Pradhani Séluva Timmarasa of Kaundinya-gétra, Apastamba- 
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satra and Yajuséakha. (For his genealogy, Vide Table 
No. 42.] For the merit of Krishnaraéya Mahariya he granted 
a village for conducting certain charities in the temple aj 
Tirumalai on 27th August 1522 A.D. [Vide No. 154 of 
Vol. UL] Further, be prepared and installed Sri Gopala 
Krishnasvami in Tirupati On sth November 1541 A.D, 
he constructed a maptapam in Tirupati and made provision 
for certain offerings to be offered to Gods in this mantapam 
on the days of Tai-Amavasai, Swing festival, Brahmdtsavam 
etc, as his ubhaiyam [See No. 166 of Vol. IV.] 


Saluva Mallayadeva Maharaja was the son of Saluva Egga-Kampayadava 
Maharaja, [For his genealogy Vide Table No. 59.) On 
18th January 1464 A.D., he inaugurated a festival called 
Pavitrétsavam (purification ceremoney) for Sri Veakateéa in 
the temple at Tirumalai through a grant of a village in 
favour of Tirumalai temple. The thousand pillered-mantapam 
at Tirumalai was also constructed by this Saluva Mallaya~ 
déva Maharaya as his charity. Arrangements were also also 
made for daily offerings etc, to Gods at Tirumalai. [Vide 
No. 18 of Vol IL] 


Siluva Maaigudava Maharaja. He was the fifth son of Saluva Gundayya- 
Maharaja I. [Vide Genealogical Table No. 191 On sth 
July 1359 A.D, he fixed a golden vase (kanaka-kalagam) 
over the Vimanam of the central shrine at Tirumalai as 
his charity. [Vide Nos. 179 and 180 of Vol. II] 


Saluva Narasimha was the son of Gunda If and Mallayamma or 
Mallambika [Vide Genealogical Table No. tg in Section I 
and pages 142-145 of Jirupati Davasthinam Epigraphical 
Report.] On sath September 1456 A.D, he granted a 
village in favour of Tirumalai temple, for the purpose of 
propitiating Srinivaéa with daily offerings as his charity. 
[Vide No..4 of Vol 11]; 

As mentioned in No. 30 of Vol. IJ, dated azth 
December 1467'‘A D,, he granted 3 villages for the benefit 
of the temple-treasury at Tirumalai ; 

Consequent on the grant of the village Murukkanpattu, 
the offering of Tiruppavadai taligai etc, on the Mukkati- 
dvadasi day to Srf Veakataéa was arranged. The Tirumalai 
Niraji-mantapam or Vasanta-mantapam in the middle of the

Saluva Periya Mallayadéva Mahar&ja deposited a sum of rooo nag-panam 
into the temple-treasury of Sri Venkatesa as capital for the 
preparation of 1 tiruppénakam taligai to be offered daily to 
God Srinivasa at Tirumalai as his charity. [See No zto of 
Vol. I, dated roth October 1446 A. DJ 


Saluva Ramachandraraja was the son of Saluva Mallayadéva Maharaja. 
[Vide Table No. 59.] He made provision for daily offerings 
for Sri Véakatesa at Tirumalai by improving the irrigation 
channels in the temple village, Avilali, near Tirupati. [Vide 
No, 19 of Vol. II, dated 8th January 1464 A. D.] 

Saluva Siru Mallayadava Maharaja, son of Malagaigayadava Maharaja, 
entitled Sriman Mahamandaléévara, Médini Misara-ganda and 
Kathiri Saluva paid a sum 1200 panam into the Sri-Bhanda- 
ram (the temple-treasury at Tirumalai Hills) for the prepa- 
ration of 1 daily tirupponaka-taligai to be presented to Lord 
Sri Venkatesa in his name on 31st August rg4so A,D. [See 
No. 218 of Vol. L of Tirupati Dévasthdnam Inscriptions.] 


Saluva Timmarsja Udaiyar was the son of Saluva Gundayadava Maha- 
raja IlJ, and Matlayamma and younger brother of the famous 
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Saluva Narasimha. [For his genealagy, Vide Table No. 19] 
For the merit of his brother Saluva Narasimha, certain 
irrigation improvements were made by him in the Tirupati 
temple village so as to appropriate the income in the shape 
of daily offerings to be presented to Lord Srinivisa as his 
charity on 18th November 3463 A. D. [Vide No. 17 of 


Vol. H.-J 

Saluva Timmaraja was the son of Siluva Sixu Mallayadeva Maharaja, 
younger brother of Sajuva Ramachandra and Saluva Goppa 
and grandson of Saluva Egga Kampayadéva Maharaja. [Vide 
Table No. s9 in Section LJ 

On zth July 148: A. D,.a sum of 7,800 panam was 

deposited by him into the temple-treasury at Tirumalai as 
capital for the preparation of daily offerings to be presented to 
Sri Veakataéa and Sri Adi-Varshasvami, abiding at Tirumalai 
as his ubhaiyam. [Vide No. 76 of Vol. IL] 


Sajuva Timmarasa (known as Pradhani Saluva Timmarasa, son of Rachi- 
rija or Rachcharasa of Kaundinya-gétra) registered a sale- 
deed for the prasidam offered to Gods in the temple at 
Tirumalai everyday in favour of Tallapikam Tirumalayyaagar, 
gon of Tallapakam Annamayyaagar for the sum of 4,600 
panam. [Vide No, 72 of Vol. IV, dated 26th February 
1536 A. D.] 

An another sale-document for the prasidam offered to 
Gods in the temples at Tirumalai ard in Tirupati, was also 
executed for the sum of 3200 panam by this Sajuva Tim. 
marasa and his younger brother Sdajuva Govinda in favour 
of Talljapikam Tirumalai Ayyangar. [Vide No. 74 of 
Vol. IV.] 


On 28th December 1536 A, D., a third sale-deed for 
the prasidam offered to Gods in the said temples was also 
registered by the above-mentioned Saluva Timmarasa to the 
same Tirumalayyangar for the sum of 1900 panam, [See 
No. 93 of Vol. IV.] For the direct gifts and donations 
made by this Saluva Timmarasa towards the temples at 
Tirumalai and in Tirupati, Vide Pradhani Saluva Timmarasa. 


Sémavai alias Kadavan Perundavi was the queen of Pallava Sakti- 
Vitaikan and daughter of Pallava-Perkadaiyar (Vide Table 
No. 1.J. She installed a silver image as the Processional 
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deity of Sri Vaikaqaéa, presented several ornaments for Hirt 
and instituted the famous Purattidi-Brahmatsavam (an annual 
festival) for g days in the temple at Tirumalai as her 
charity. [Vide No. 8 of Vol. 1.] 

For the celebration of another Brahmétsavam (called 
Margali-Brahmétsavam) for 6rt Veakatééa at Tirumalai she 
granted 4176 kuli of lands in Tiruchantr. [Vide No. 9 of 
Vol. 1] 

Saganu-éetti was the son of Tirumalai Tammu-éesti, one of the merchants, 
residing in the suburb, (called Narasiagariyapuram) in Tiru- 
pati. (Vide Table No. 86] For the purpose of conducting 
special worships and offerings to God Sri Venkajaéa at Tiru- 
malai and for the preparation of 13 appa-pagi to be 
presented in his mantapam to Sri Gévindarajan, Sri Rama 
and Jlvars on the prescribed days yearly as his charity, 
he paid a sum of 480 panam on agth December 1494 A. D. 
(See No. 130 of Vol. 11] 

daranu-settiyar, the son of Periya Peagandai-seyi of Vannakka-gotra and 
one of the merchants residing in Tirupati paid a suin of 
3,700 panam into the temple-treasury of Gri Venkatéda at 
Tirumalai for the celebration of Sahasranamarchana, Dhanur- 
misa-pija, Brahmétsavam offerings, daily offerings etc, in 
the temples at Tirumalai and in Tirupati as his charity on 
16th August 1527 A.D. [Vide No. 171 of Vol. IIl.] 

Again, he granted a share of land and paid a sum of 
yooo pagam in favour of Sri Vankayeéa on 10th November 
131 A.D. Further, he constructed a mantapam at his own 
cost on the bank of Govinda-pushkarint (holy tank) in 
Tirupati and provision was made for the preparation of 
100 dégai-padi to be presented ta Sri Govindaraja yearly 
while seated in the above-sald-mantapam on the prescribed 
days, viz, 25 days of Ekddasi, 13 days of Amavasya, Bri 
Jayanti, Usagi etc, as his ubhaiyam. [Vide No, 12 of 
Vol. 1V.] 

Sarvagfiya Khadgamalla was known as Kopperufijiaga, Maharajasimba and 
Avaniyalappirandan. His two Sanskrit inscriptions are 
registered in Nos, 10 and 11 of Vol. I. He was a great 
warrior and a powerful king. For further references, Vide 
pages roi~103 and 315-116 of Tirupati Devasthanam Epi- 
graphical Report. 
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Sathaképadasar-Narasimharaya Mudaliyir was one of the Srivaishnavas, 
residing in Tirupati, This Narasicharaya Mudaliyar was the 
son of Satjhaképadasar who was the younger brother of 
Tirukkalikanyidasar, the famous trustee of Tirumalai Temple 
from the time of Chéla Rajaraja UL [Vide Genealogical 
Table No. 24.] 


A separate shrine for Tirumaigai Alvar or Parakélayégi 
was constructed by this Narasitnharadya Mudaliyér in Tirupati 
at his own cost and made provision for the celebration of 
the annual Sattumugai festival for this Tirumangai Alvar 
and &ri Raminuja as well as the monthly birth-star festival 
etc, on 20th October 1475 A. D. [Vide Nos. 62 and 63 of 
Vol, 1.7 


On 30th December 1475 A.D., a sum of ss500 panam 
was paid into the temple-treasury of Sri Vankafaéa as 
capital for the preparation of 1 atirasa-padi to be presented 
to Sri Govindarajan daily in the name of the famous 
Kandidai Ramanuja Ayyangar of Tirupati Ramanujakttam. 
{Vide No. 64 of Vol. IL] 


On oth May 1476 A.D. an another sum of 1500 panam 
was deposited by him for the preparation’ of + daily taligai 
to be presented to Sri Rimanuja, enshrined in Tirupati 
[Vide No. 67 of Vol. [1] 


For the celebration of the annual birth-star festivals of 
12 Alvars he made provision for certain offerings to be 
repsented to Sri Véakatada first and then to Ramanuja, 
enshrined in the same temple at Tirumalai on behalf of the 
above-said 12 Alvirs after hearing Their own Prabandham 
(Divine works in Tamil), a capital sum of 3200 panam was 
deposted by this Narasiharaya Mudaliyér of Tirupati on 
23rd November 1476 A. D, Further, provision was also made 
by him for certain preparations to be offered to Sri Veakataga 
on the prescribed festival days as the ubhaiyam of the famous 
Kandadai Ramanuja Ayyangar. [Vide No. 68 of Vol. Il-] 


In the year 1480 A.D., he constructed a separate 
temple for Srf Rama or Raghunadha in Tirupati and 
arranged daily offerings etc, for Him as his Dharmam. 
[Vide Nos. 73 and 74 of Vol. IL] 
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Again, he prepared and installed an image of Srf Rama- 
nuja in the above-mentioned temple of Sri Rama in 
Tirupati. [Vide No. 75 of Vol. If] 


Sathaképanambi Gsvindan of Tirupati. His two incomplete inscriptions 
are registered in Nos. 204 and 205 of Vol. Lj 


Selli, An incessant ghee-light was arranged by this Selli in the divine 
presence of Sri Veikatéa in the temple at Tirumalai. 
[Vide No. 72 of Vol. I] 


Selli, the daughter of......belonging to the Temple-damsel-class paid a sum 
of 1120 panam as capital for the preparation of certain 
offerings to be presented to Sri Processional Deities of 
Sri Veikatea after the procession through the streets on the 
day of New-harvest festival in the temple at Tirumalai as 
her uhhaiyam on 21st November 1543 A.D. [Vide No. 9 
of Vol. V.] 


Senpaka-Veigu, the daughter of Taagichchelvi Timmi, one of the temple 
damsels, residing in Tirupati paid a sum of 600 panam as 
capital for the purpose of propitiating Sri Veikateéa with 
to iddali-padi during Chirnabhishskam function celebrated at 
Tirumamani-manfapam on the Tirthavari days of to Brah- 
métsavam at Tirumalai as her service on i:th March 1545 
A.D. [Vide No. 41 of Vol. V.] 


Settalar Kuppayyan, son of Sattalar Appan of Kauéika-gotra, Apastamba- 
satra and Yajué sakha, residing in Payangavedu Agaram village 
paid a sum of 2550 nag-panam as capital in favour the 
temple at Tirumalai for the preparations of Dhanurmasa-piija 
offerings, daily offerings and certain other festival offerings 
to be made to Sri Vaikatega, Gri Govindaraja and Sri Vittha. 
lsgaperumal as his ubhaiyam on 2nd February 1547 A. D., 
as stated in No. 87 of Vol. V. 


Settalar Srinivasayyan (known as Tirumalai Ekaki Srinivasayyan), son of 
Achcharayyan of Kauéika-gotra, Apastamba-sitra and Yajus- 
aakha, residing at Tirumalai Hills made a gift of 2770 uay- 
panam as capital in favour of Lord Srinivasa for the 
purpose of providing certain offerings to Him, Sri Mala- 
yappasvami, Sri Kyishua, Sri Rama, Sri Varahasvami, Sri 
Gévindaraja, rt Sudargana, Sri Achyutaperumal, Sri Varada- 
rijaperuma] and other Gods on the days of Brahmétsavam, 
Floating festival, Sahasra-Kalaéibhishskam-festival, Lakshmidavi 
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festival, Anivarai Asthénam festival, Sri Rama-Navami etc, 
as described in No. 157 of Vol, iV, dated 13th February 
rs4t A, D. 

Sevidasa Mahant (known as Tirupati Mahant Sevddisa and Hathiramji- 
Matham Mahant) was the disciple of Sri Anabhihdnanda- 
Svami of Northern India and the first Dharmakarta or 
Vichirana-karta of Tirumalai-Tirupati Davasthanams (1839~ 
1860 A.D.); [Vide Table No. 270 in Section 11 

On 31st August 1849 A.D. he renovated the Svami- 
Pushkariat (the holy tank at ‘Tirumalai) and renewed the 
floating festival for Sri Véakataéa at Tirumalai. [Vide Nos 
190, t3r and 132 of Vol VI of Tirupati Devasthinam 
Inscriptions. } 

Sevvappa-Nayakkar, the son of Méanikkakkédiyar, residing in Madippikkam 
village granted a village, yielding an annual income of 70 
rékhai-pon in favour of Tirumalai temple for the purpose 
of preparing daily offerings to be presented to Sri Vénkateda 
at Tirumalai and Sri Vitthalaperuma] in Tirupati as his 
service on 8th July 1547 A.D. [Vide No. 98 of Vol. V.] 


Mevvi was the mother of Peruchchi and wife of Malaghana Vénkagat- 
tugaivar, [Vide No. 44 of Vol. IV, dated roth June 1535 
A. D.] 

Sevvu-Nayakkar, was the son of Siiga-Nallappan and younger brother of 
Tammu-Nayakkar of Khandabala-gotra. [Vide Table No. 226.] 
On 13th January 1547 A. D., a sum of 2,480 panam was paid 
by this Sevvu-Nayakkar and six other officers for the 
purpose of conducting Hunting festival for Tirupati Sri 
Rama as their ubhaiyam. [Vide No. 86 of Vol. VJ 

Again, a sum of s0 rékhai-pon was deposited by him 

as an additional gift for the celebration of the above-said 
hunting festival on rst January 1548 A.D. [Vide No. toz 
of Vol. V.J 

Sevvurséni was the daughter of Aagali and one of the Tirupati temple- 
damsels paid a sum of 200 panam as capital for conducting 
daily worship to God Sri Gavéga, abiding in the shrine of 
of Kapila-Tirtham in Tirupati. [Vide No. 172 of Vol. V. 
dated goth January 1568 A, D] 


Sevvu-sefti, the son of Andipandi Appu-éeiti, one of the merchants, -pisos 
ing in Koljir village constructed a manfapam at Tirumalai 
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and deposited a sum of 980 panain into the temple-treasury 
of Sri Veikatésa for an offering of 14 vadai-padi to be pre- 
sented to Gods while seated in the above-said mantapam on 
the prescribed days every year as his ubhaiyam. [Vide No, 
12 of Vol. V, dated irth May 1344 A. D.] 


Siddhanaiyar, the son of Padumalai Devappaga}! of Jamadagnya-Vatsa- 
gétra and Bhésala-sttra and the Secretary of Saluva 
Narasiigaraya Udaiyar arranged for certain daily offerings 
to be presented to Lord Sri Véeakatasa as his ubhaiyam on 
rath August 1470 A.D. [Vide No. 46 of Vol. IL] 


Silambidaiyar-seyji was the son of Tambi-éetti,......and one of the 
merchants, residing in Ramgpuram. He prepared the images 
of Sri Varadaraja, His two divine consorts and Tiruk- 
kachi-Nambi (one of preceptors of Sri Raminuja) and 
installed Them in the stone-mantapam, constructed by him 
in the merchant-street in Tirupati. For the celebration of 
menthly-festivals, daily worships ete, for this Varadarajasvami 
and §ri Gévindaraja provision was already made by him. 
[Vide No. 12 of Vol. VI, dated roth April 1596 A. D.] 


Siigardja (known as Siigaraja 11) was the son of Salakaraja and 
Tippajamma and younger brother of Salakaraja Periya 
Tirumalaréja and elder brother of Varadaji-amman, the 
famous queen of King Achyutaraya Maharaya. [Vide Table 
No. 117 in Section I.] He constructed a manfapam on the 
bank of Achyutaraya’s tank at Tirumalai and deposited a 
sum of 15,000 panam as capital for certain offerings to be 
presented to God while seated in the above-said mantapam 
on the prescribed days as his ubhaiyam on rath January 
rs37 A.D. [Vide No. 88 of Vol. IV.] For the similar 
gift made by him, See also No. 171 of Vol. IV, dated 
roth February 1542 A.D. 


Sisgaya Dantyakkar, entitled Immadi Rahuttaraya was one of the generals 
under Yidavaraya kings. He instituted Aqi-Brahmotsavam at 
Tirumalai as his ubhaiyam. For the elebration of the above- 
said Adi-Brahmotsavam and conducting daily offerings to Sri 
Vira-Narasimhasvami and Tirumaigai Alvar, abiding in Tiru- 
pati, he granted a village in favour of Sri Vaikagééa through 
his son-in-law, (Tiruvéikatanidha Y4davariya); Arrangements 
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were also made for the daily {cedings of 32 Stivaishnavas 
in his Matham at Tirumalai [For further references, vide 
Nos. ror, 104, rrr and ir2 of Vol 1] 


Sirrrayyangar was the grandson (through the daughter) of Tiruvéakata- 
Chakravarti Ayyaigar of Vatsa-gétra and Apastamba-sitra 
and one of the Achdrya-Purushas (religious teachers), resid. 
ing in Tirupati Agraharam. For the celebration of the 
monthly birth-star function of his grand-father Chakravarti 
Ayyaigar in Tirupati temple provision was made by him on 
ith April 1516 A. D, [See No, 108 of Vol. Ill.) 


Sirayyaagar was the son of Siru-Tiruvenkata Chakravarti Ayyaigar and 
one of the Acharya-Purushas of Tirupati. His gift for cer. 
tain offerings to be made in Tirumalai temple was regis- 
tered on mth May rs3o A. D. [Vide No. 4 of Vol 1V.] 


Siva-Brahmanas, Tillai-Nayaka-Bhattan of Vajipi-gotra, Tirukkélattidavan of 
Kigyapa-gétra, Tirumalai Udaiyar and Adavalan-Bhatsar arran- 
ged certain charities in the temple at Yégimallavaram, near 
Tirupati, [Vide No. 23 and 27 of Vol. IJ 


Sivaraja Ramachandra Yatamadarévu Dabhirsa of Srivatsa-gétra made pro- 
vision through a cash deposit of 525 gold coins (known 
as the coins of king Srirangaraya) for the daily offerings of 
Payasam etc, to Lord Sri Vénkatéda as his ubhaiyam on 
oth March 1684 A. D. [Vide No. 24 of Vol. VI, Part 1.] 

Siyaka==Stya-Gaigan of Gaga family. {Vide No. 2 of Vol. 1] 

Ssmanatha Dikshitar, the son of Daivagnya Somayajiyar of Kasyapa-gotra 
of Purushagunta viilage, granted 215 kuli of wet land in 
favour of Lord Sri Véakateéa for the preparation of His 
daily offerings in the temple at Tirumalai in 1473 A, D. 
[Vide No. 54 of Vol. IL] 

Srinivisayyaigir (known as Sottai Ettir ‘Tirumalai Srinivasayyaagar, 
Ettar Tirumalai Srinivasayyaagar, Tirumalai-Nambi-Srinivasay- 
yaigér, ‘Tirupati Acharyapurusha Srinivasayyaigar etc.) was 
the son of Kumara Tatachirya J, grandson of Ayydivay- 
yaigér and great grandson of Tirupati Télappar Ayyaigar. 
{Vide Table No. 44.] 

On 3rd June 1547 A. D, he granted Periya Ekkalar 
village situated in Gutti dirmai, yielding an annual income 
of 3009 gold-coins which was received by him previously 
from Sadasivaraya Maharaya for the celebration of Tirumalai 
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Pallavotsavam, Maéi-Brahmétsavam, Adhyayandtsavam ete., and 
conducting daily offerings to Lord Sri Veikayééa and Gévinda- 
rija as his ubhaiyam. [Vide No. 92 of Vol, V.} 


Again, he constructed a manjapam in front of his 
house at Tirumalai and arranged for certain offerings to he 
made in this mantapam on the prescribed days during 
Brahmatsavam, etc, as his ubhaiyam. [Vide No. 171 of 
Vol. V, dated rgth June r473 A. D.J 


Srigiri, the son of Vissana Dévaraya presented a pattam, newly made 


of gold and gems to Lord Sri Vaikatega st Tirumalai on 
8th November 1429 A.D. [Vide No. 193 of Vol. L-] 


Srikanthan. His incomplete inscription is registered in No, 139 of Vol. I, 


Sri Mahant Dharmaddsa and Sri Savadisa. (See Dharmaddsa and Sava- 


dasa.] 


Sriman Narayana Jiyar was the famous scholar, the chief disciple and 


successor of Gri Adi-Van-Saghakopa Jiyar of Ahébila-Matham, 
{Vide Table Nos, 87 and 88 in Section 1] 


For the celebration of the 4th festival days of Adhya- 
yanétsavam conducted in the temples at Tirumalai and in 
Tirupati a sum of 1860 panam was paid by this Sriman 
Narayana Jiyar as capital for certain offerings, to be pre- 
sented to Sri Venkateéa and Sri Govindaraja as his ubhai- 
yam. Arrangements were also made by this second Jiyar 
of Ahsbila-Matham for the celebration of the monthly birth. 
star function of his preceptor, the famous Adi-Van-Sagha. 
képa Jiyar in the temple at Tirumalai on zoth August 1516 
A.D. [See No. tro of Vol. IIL] 


On zth November 1516 A. D,, he made an another 
donation of 3800 panam in favour of Sri Govindarsjan for 
certain services in his name. [Vide No. 114 of Vol. IIE}. 


cone of the Tirumalai temple-councillors, came to Sri Suka- 
Grama or Sukapura (modern Tiruchinir, near Tirupati) on 
one occasion, made arrangements to conduct the festival 
to Lord Sri Véeakajaéa and built the steps on all sides of 
Padma-Tirtha, the holy tank in Tiruchindr. Further, he 
presented certain vehicles to Lord at Tirumalai as his 
charity. [Vide No. 144 of Vol, II, dated about 1520 A.D.] 
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Sripati Kena Madhayyan of Kaéyapa-gotra was an officer under Bhai- 
yappa-Nayakka-Kyishpappa-Nayakkar. [His inscription was 
registered in No. 93 of Vol. V.] 


Sripati Obalasvararaja was the son of Sriman Mahimandalésvara Méruriju 
Ramaraja of Atreya-gotra. [Vide Table No. 36.] For the 
purpose of propitiating Sri Vahkatesa wilh 1 junnu-padi 
(sweet-cake) and 8 poagal-taligai daily as his ubhaiyam, he 
granted one full village in favour of Tirumalai temple on 
r3th August 1546 A.D. as stated in No. 75 of Vol. V. 


Sririma-Bhattar was the secord son of Tirumalai-Bhattar or Tirumalai 
Jésyar of Vishpuvardhana-gotra, residing at Yandalar village. 
[Vide Table No. 105.) On atst July 1541 A.D., he granted 
2 villages in favour of Sri Venkagesa for certain charities 
to be conducted in the temple at Tirumalai. [See No. 1 
of Vol. V.J 


Sriramayyan, was the son of Vélaikkadaindadasar alias Anpavayyar Anan- 
tayyan and one of the councillors of Tirumalai temple, re- 
siding at Tiruchanar, near Tirupati. On zgth September 
1527 A.D, his gift was registered in the temple at Tiru- 
malai, [Vide No. 172 of Vol, IIL] 


Sriramayyaigar, was the son of Sriramappillai alias Adanandi Kyishnayyan 
and one of the Tirumalai temple-accountants. His damaged 
inscription is registered in No. 169 of Vol. IV., dated 2oth 
January 1342 A,D. 


Sriraagambidévi was the chief queen of Siluva Narasisharaya. On aqth 
March 1467 A.D, she made a gift in favour of Lord Sri 
Venkateda at ‘Tirumalai, [Vide Inscription No. 25 of Vol. IT 
and Table No. 19.] 


Sriraaganidha Yadavaraya (1336-1367 A.D.) was the son of Tiruvenkata- 
na@dha Yddavaréya, [Vide Table No. 8.] His stone inscrip- 
tions in the temple at Tirumalai are registered in Nos. 103, 
104, 106 and 109 of Vol. I. 


Sriraiga-Nayakkar was the son of Vebgala Nayakkar of Tuluva family 
of Chaturtha-gotra, residing at Padaividu fort. For the merit 
of Achyutaraya Mahardya, queen Varadajidevi and prince 
Chikka Véikatadri he made a gift in the temple at Tiru- 
malai for Sri Veikagséa on rsth December 1536 A.D. (Vide 
No. 79 of Vol. IV.] 
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Sriraigaraja (popularly known as Rafijakam Sriraagaraja) was the son of 
Tirumalainadhar. {See Table No. 144.] On 2oth December 
1514 A.D. he granted a village in favour of Sri Vaakataga 
for the purpose of conducting his charity in the temple at 
Tirumalai. [Vide No. 99 of Vol. HI] 


Srivaishnavas (the managers and the servants of Sn Vaakateéa at Tiru- 
malai) arranged the charity of camphor-lights and other 
24 ghee-lights to be maintained in the divine presence of 
Lord Srinivisa as ordered by Adhikari-Korgamaagalamudaiyan 
on the gth day of the reign of &ri Rajendra-Choladeva.

Srivaishnavas, the disciples of Van@athagopa Jiyar of Ahdbila-Matham 
paid a sum of 260 panam into the treasury of the Public 
Works Department of Tirupati-Temple for the purpose of 
conducting certain charities in the temple at Tirumalai as 
the kaiakaryam of their priest, the Adi-Vap-Sathakopa Jiyar 
of the above said Ahdbila-Matham on igth November 1528

Sirappa-Nayakkar, the son of Pottappa-Nayakkar of Kasyapa-gétra newly 
instituted a festival called Sahasra-Namarchana festival for 
Sri Vaakatséa for 5 days in the temple at Tirumalai through 
a grant of the village, Villiyanallir, yielding an annual income 
of 400 gold-coins or rékhai-pon as his charity on roth 
May 1sst A.D. [Vide No. 127 of Vol. V.]

Tallapikam Chinna ‘Tirumalacharya was the great scholar, the first son 
of Peda Tirumalacharya and Tirumalamma and grandson of 
the famous Annamicharya of Tallapakam family, and entitled 
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Srimadvadamarga-pratishthapanacharya, Sri Ram&nuja-Siddhanta- 
Sthapandcharya, Sri Vedanticharya, KavitarkikaSimha etc., 
[Vide Genealogical Table No. 107.) He constructed a 
temple (now ruined) and installed the images of Sri Kalyana 
Venkatsea-Svan:i, Nachchimar, Ananta, Garuda, Vishvakséna, 
Alvars, and Ramanuja and Annamacharya, his grand-father at 
Alamélmaigipuram village near Chandragiri Fort. [Vide 
No. 144 of Vol. IV, dated 2and March 1540 A.D.) 


For the monthly birth-star celebration of the above said 
Ajvars and Acharyas certain offerings and functions were 
arranged by him as stated in No. 145 of Vol. IV. 


For the merit of his father, Tallapakam Tirumalai 
Ayyaagar, he newly instituted the Marriage festival (Kalyina- 
Utsavam) for Sri Géavindaraja in the month of Chittirai 
through a grant of a village. 


Further, be made an additional gift of a village, 
yielding an annual income of 200 rekhai pon for conducting 
the daily offerings to Sri Gavindardja, Lakshmi Narayana. 
Perumal and other Gods in Tirupati; and certain festival 
offerings were also arranged for Sri Raghunitha, Achyuta- 
svamni, Sri Govindaraja and other Deities as his ubhaiyam 
un t7th August 1547 A.D. [Vide No. 99 of Vol. V.]

(4) As per the order of the emperor Achyutardya 
Maharaya this Tallapakam Tirmalacharyulu, who sung 
various Telugu-Saakirtanas in praise of God Sri Vahkargsa, 
reconstructed the old tank (Svamipuskariat) at Tirumalai, 
erected a mantapam around it with stone-steps and also 
raised tne prakara walls for the shrine of Achyuta-Svami 
in Tirupati at his own cost.

(5) This famous poet Tallapakam Tirumalai Ayyangar 
whose poetry is as sweet as honey, composed serveral

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of Periya Jiyar Matham and Pérarulalan flower-garden. [Vide 
‘Table No. 31-] He granted 2 villages towards the daily 
offerings to be made to Lord Sri Véikatééa in the name of 
Konsriraja who was an agent under Sajuva Narasimba. [Vide 
No. 106 of Vol. I}, dated roth August 1493 A. D.] 

Tirupati Mahant Sevadasa [See Sevadasa.] 

Tirupati Prativadi-Bhayaikaram Annaigaracharya [See Annaigarachérya.] 

Tirupati Yatiraja Jiyar (known as Emperumanér Koyil Yatiraja Jiyar) 
executed a document in favour of Amudam Tiruvenkatayyan 
for certain ubhaiyam to be conducted during Raménuja’s 
festival in Tirupati [Vide No. 57 of Vol. IL, dated oth 
July 1475 A. D.J 

On 20th October 1475 A. D., he executed an another 

document in favour of Sathaképadasa-Narasimhariya Mudaliyar 
with the permission of the trustees of Tirumalai temple

Tiruvenkata Jiyar (known as Vada Tiruvéakata Jiyar) was the owner of 
Pankayachchelli-flower-garden at Tirhmalai, entitled Koyil 
kalvi and Srimadvédamarga-Pratishthapanacharya and Parama- 
hamsa-Parivrajakichérya, His donation of tooo panam was 
also registered in Tirupati temple on sth December 1520 
A. D. [Vide Nos. to7 and 143 of Vol. IIL] On Sth 
November 1539 A. Dy his last gift for the temple at 
Tirumalai was registered in No. 137 of Vol. IV.

Tiruvéikatamudaiyar......of Niyamankilér family made provision for the

Tiruvéikaganidhan alias Malaikiniyaningan, residing in Viranirayana-

charity on 8th July 1515 A.D. [Vide No. 103 of Vol. HL];

Vadamamalai-Bhattat, the son of Egrama-Bhattar of Harita-gotra, Apastamba- 
stra and Yajué-akha, residing in Kyishnarayapuram made 
his charity ‘nthe temple at Tirumalai on 7th May 1538 A. D.

He was 
the chief disciple of Tiruvaymolipperuma] Nayinér who was 
one of the disciples of Alagiya Manavala Jiyar (1) of 
Kafichi, For the celebration of the monthly birth.star func. 
tions of the said Tiruvaymolipperuma] Nayinér and other 
religious teachers in the temple at Tirumalai he made provi- 
sion for conducting his charity on 7th July 1535 A. D. 
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[Vide No. 46 of Vol. IV.] As stated in No. 94 of Vol. V, 
a sum of 840 mar-panam was paid by this Vada-Tiruvéakata 
Jiyar for the purpose of presenting 10 manbhara-padi to 
Lord while reciting the lIyal-Prabandham of Alvirs during 
Brahmétsavam at Tirumalai.

Vallabhayyadava Maharaja granted a village in Udayagiri-rajya for the

Vambajippillai [See No. 144 of Vol. 1] 


Vanamamalai Jiyar, the disciple of Ramanuja Jiyar and Koyil-kélvi Jiyar, 
the disciple of Periya Vanamémalai Jiyar paid a sum of 
2s00 panam into the temple-treasury of Sri Veakataéa for 
the preparation of certain offerings to be presented to Lord 
Veikatesa, Sri Narasituha-Svimi, Devyaniyaka-Perumal, &rf 
Gédadevi, Haniman, Sri Ramanuja and others on the pres- 
cribed days as their ubhaiyam on 27th January 1542 A, D. 
{Vide No, 2 of Vol. V.] 


Vabgipuram Nfrayana-getti was the son of Periya Nagu-éettiyar of Nedua- 
kuméra-goira and one of the merchants, residing in Tirupati. 
For the prosperity of his family he deposited a sum of 
48,900 Nag-panam in his name, and in the name of his elder 
sister, younger sister, wife, sons, daughters, brother's wife, 
and other members of his family for certain offerings to be 
presented to Lord Sri Vehkatséa and other Gods on the 
days of Kéyilalvar-Tirumafijanam, Brahmétsavam, Adhyaya- 
néotsavam etc, as their charities on roth October 1544 A. D.

Vaigapuram Timmana-Udaiyar, the son of Vaagapuram Ellappudaiyar made 
a cash deposit of 12,000 nag-panam into the temple-treasury 
at Tirumalai for the purpose of propitiating Sri Vahkatesa 
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with 6 venpoagal taligai daily as his ubhaiyam, He also 
arranged to deliver his quarter share of the offered prasadam 
to Vasgapuram Nardyana-detti for maintaining his water-shed 
established in a magtapam constructed by his father at the 
foot of the Tirumalai-Hills.

with 20 pongal-taligai daily as her ubhaiyam known as 
Varadajidévi-amman avasaram (offering to be performed after 
conducting the Acbyutaraya’s avasaram and Krishnaraya’s 
avasaram, the daily worship in the name of Krishnardya and 
Achyutaraya in the temple at Tirumalai); [Vide No. 29 of 
Vol. IV, dated sth April 1534 A. D.]; [For her stone statue 
in the temple at Tirumalai, vide Mlustration No. 53 of Davas- 
thanam Epigraphical Report.] 


Vaéalam Ellappa-Nayakkar, the palace officer under Krishnaraya Maharaya 
constructed a choultry and a stone-car at Tirumalai as his 
dharmam.

AD] 


Vadanla-Cathaképa Jiyar, the filth pontiff in the succession to Adi-Van Satha- 
k6pa Jiyar of Abhtbila Matham was authorised to receive the 
donor’s (Nandysla Narappardja’s) share of the offered prasi& 
dam, areca-nuts and betel-leaves throughout the succession of 
his disciples till the moon and the sun shine ds arranged by 
the donor (the above-said Nandyala Narapparja) in the 
temple at Tirumalai, [Vide No. 65 of Vol. V.} 


Veagalayyar, the son of Attakkar Yagfissan, belonging to Harita-gétra, 
Kpastamba-sitra and Yajué-sikha paid a sum of 1500 pagam 
into the temple-treasury at Tirumalai for the purpose of 
propitiating ri Veikatééa with 1 poagal taligai (tirupponakam) 
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daily as his ubhaiyam on 25th August 1535 A.D. as 
mentioned in No. so of Vol. IV. 


Veagalu (Vaigalamman) was the daughter of Ammanan of Pakkura 
village and the lady disciple of ichchambagi Annalyaigar 
who was the son of Ichchambadi Appayyaigar. A contri- 
bution of 1500 nag-panam was deposited by her into the 
temple-treasury at Tirumalai towards one tirupponaka- 
taligai to be offered to Sri Veakateca daily as her ubhaiyam 
as stated in No. 162 of Vol. Ill, dated 1524 A. D. 


Veakamarasa Redii, the son of Sellappa Reddi of Isvara-gétra and 
Vivaga-stira, residing at Avilali village, near Tirupati, made 
provision for certain offerings to be presented to Sri Govinda- 
rijan on the day of Aviléli-garden festival, newly instituted 
by him as his service on roth August 1584 A. D. [Vide 
No. 6 of Vol. VI. Part 1] 


Veikatadri Ayyan (known as Yandalar Veikasadri Ayyan) was the son 
of Tirumalai-Josyar or Tirumalai-Bhattar of Vishnuvardhana- 
gotra, Aévalayana-sitra and Rik-éikhé granted two villages, 
yielding an annual income of 700 rékhai-pon or gold-coins 
in favour of Tirumalai temple for the purpose of propitia- 
ting Sri Veakateaa with 24 Vellai-tirupponaka-taligai and 24 
Nayaka-taligai (superior offerings) daily and for the mainte- 
nance of 1 ghee-light in the divine presence of Him in 
the temple at Tirumalai as his ubhaiyam. [See No. rr5 of 
Vol. IV, dated 24th November 1338 A. D.] 


Cn 6th January 1839, he constructed a mantapam in 
his flower-garden at Tirumalai and made a gift of 800 
panam as capital for the purpose of propitiating Sri Utsava-

above-mentioned mantapam on the 7th festival days of all 
Brahmétsavam, Hunting festival and Mannasamudram festival 
to be conducted at Tirumalai as his service.

in Tirupati with 8 Vellai-tiruppénaka taligai daily as his 
kaiikaryam.

Veikata-setti-Narfyanan, the son of Pudéliyajvar Venkata-setti, one of the 
merchants, residing in Tirupati constructed a mantapam on 
the bank of his tank and made provision for certain offer- 
ings to be presented to Sri Gavindurajan while seated in the 
above-said mantapam during Tirupati-Brahmétsavam. Arrange- 
ments were also made for the Dhanurmisa-worships and 
offerings both in the temples at Tirumalai and Tirupati as 
his ubhaiyam on roth February rq4o4 A. D. [Vide No. 112 
of Vol. IL] 


Veakatatturaivar, the son of Malaininran-Bhattar alias Appayyan of Kas 
; yapa-gétra, Vaikhinasa-sitra and Yajué-sikha, one of the 
Nambimars (the Archakas or Priests in the temple at Tiru- 
malai) made a cash deposit of 50 nag-panam ‘and arranged 
to collect 60 panam yearly from the amount due to him as 
a remuneration for his services in the temple at Tirumalai 
for the purpose of presenting certain offerings to Sri Krishna, 
Sri Govindaraja, Sri Sudargana and other Deities on the 
prescribed days as his ubhaiyam on 17th September 1539 
A. D. [Vide No. 135 of Vol. IV.] 


On gth November 1539 A. D. he made provision for 
the purpose of conducting Dhanurmasa-paja and offerings 
to Sri Varahasvami, abiding at Tirumalai as his kaiakaryam. 
[Vide No, 138 of Vol. IV.] 


A sum of 2657 panam was deposited by him as his 
last charity in the temple at Tirumalai for the purpose of 
presenting certain offerings to Sri Vaakagasa, Sri Krishna, 
Srt Vishvakssna, Sri Rima, Garuda and other Gods as the 
ubhaiyam of Srinivasan, the son of Malaininyain-Bhaftar Annan, 
Malaininyaperuma] Dikshitar and others on 26th November 
1545 A, D. [Vide No. 60 of Vol. V.] 


Veakatattugaivar and Malainingaperumi] were the Archakas or high priests 
in the temple at Tirumalai; [The charity of this Malaininga- 
perumal of Archaka family of Tirumalai was registered in 
No. 138 of Vol, IV. [Vide Vetkatattugaivar.] 
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Venkatavalliyar was the daughter of Savaripperumal and one of the 
temple-damsels attached to the temple of Narasimhasvami in 
Tirupati. The interest of 1ooo pagam deposited by her in 
the temple at Tirumalai to be utilised for daily offerings 
to Lord Véakatéda as her ubhaiyam. [Vide No. § of Vol. 
II, dated 7th November r457 A. D.] 


Vidyarthi Kpishpayyan, the son of......Nayinar of Atreya-gétra and Apas- 
tampa-sutra, one of the Tirupati Srivaishnavas granted 20 kuli 
of wet-lands in Tandalam village and arranged for 2 appa- 
padi-offerrings to be presented to Lord Sri Veikatega on 
the occasion of Purattisi-Tirthavari-festival and Miasi.Tiravari- 
festival to be conducted yearly at Tirumalai as his ubhaiyam. 
[Vide No 107 of Vol. 1V, dated 16th January 1538 A. D.] 


Vighnaévara Sriraman, (one of the Tirumalai temple-accountants) prepared 
and installed Sri Rama (an image of Sri Raghunddha) so 
as to serve for the worship to be made by Sri Ramanuja, 
abiding in the temple in Tirupati and provided for Sahasra- 
nama-paja (the daily worship with the recitation of 1000 
appaliations of the God), daily offerings etc, for Him as his 
ubhaiyam. 


For the merit of Kumara-Narasayyan (the son of Saluva 
Narasimha) he made certain other charies both in the temples 
at Tiramalai and in Tirupati on r2th August 1488 A D. 
[Vide No. 88 of Vol. IL] 
Vijayaditya (known as Eastern Chialukya king Vijayaditya.); [See No. 3 
of Vol. 1] 


Vijayanagaram Annaigdr [See Hanumayyar Annaigér.] 
Vijayanagaram Narasaypan [See Bokkasam Narasayyan.] 


Vijayanagaram Tillappa-Nayakkar (See Tillappa-Nayakkar of Vijaya- 
nagaram. | 

Vijayanagaram Timmappa-Nayakkar [See Timmappa-Nayakkar of Vijaya- 
nagaram | 

Villiyar Apukkiyér [Vide No. 62 of Vol. 17 

Villiyar, the son of Venkatatturaivar, (popularly known as Tirumalai 
temple-accountant , Véikatatturaivar) and others constructed a 


manfipam on the bank of Gévinda-Pushkarint in Tirupati as 
their dharmam and newly instituted Margali-Nirajtam festival 
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for Goddess Andil or Sri Gadadavi, abiding in the temple 
of Sri Gévindarajan in Tirupati for a period of 7 days in 
the month of Margali on and January 1530 A. D. [Vide 
No. 18t of Vol. UL) 


Vira-Narasimha Yadavaraya granted 6 patti of iands in favour of Lord 
Tippaladiga (Sri Parasaréévara, abiding in the temple at 
Yogimallavaram near Tirupati) for the spiritual benefit of 
Narayanappi}iai, who was the son of the treasurer of the 
said temple in the 7th year of the reign of Tribhuvana- 
chakravarti Sri Rajarajadeva. [Vide No. 35 of Vol. 1.] 


He made provision for the maintenance of two flower- 
gardens in Tirupati for the use of the God Sri Veakataga 
and Sti Govindaraja as his charity in the sist year of his 
reign. [Vide No. 90 of Vol. 1.3 


Again, this prosperous king Vira-Narasimha Yadavaraya, 
having conquered the enemies in war, extended his fame 
over the earth and wedded the Goddess of Prosperity and 
having performed the Tularshana ceremony, made Vaikata- 
giri (Tiramalai Hills), through the presentation of the 
weighed gold, equal to Suragiri (Mount Maru). [Vide No. 
gt of Vol. L] 

Virarakshasa Yadavaraya. [Vide No. 82 of Vol. 1] 


Viripaksha-Annagal (Annayya of Virapaksha family) excavated an irriga- 
tion channel in Tiruvéakatanallir, one of the Tirumalai 
temple-villages and arranged certain daily offerings to Lord 
Sri Veakajeéa at Tirumalai as bis ubhaiyam on rst June 
1474 A. D. [Vide No. 55 of Vol. IL] 


Visvanddha-Bhattar, the son of Aranta-Bhattar was authorised to receive 
one pcngal-taligai prasidam and one appa-prasidam daily as 
a free gift out of the prasddam offered in the temple at 
Tirumalai. [Vide No. 157 of Vol V.J 


Vitthalaraja (known as Sriman Mahamandaléévara Vitthaleévara Mahiraja) 
was the son of Aravigu Bukkaraja Réimaraja Timmarajayyan 
of Atréya-gétra and a disciple of Tirupati Kandadai Sriranga- 
charya, who was the son of Kandadai Bbavanicharya, He 
inaugurated a festival called Pallavotsavam for Sri Vaikagasa 
for 5 days in the month of Vaikasi and granted 3 villages, 
yielding an annual income of 1000 rékhai-pon (gold-coins) 
for the celebration of the same festival, daily offerings of 
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30 tirupponakam-taligai etc, as his ubhaiyam on sth July 
tsqs A. D, [Vide No. 51 of Vol. V.] 


Vyssardya (known as Srimat-Vydsa-Tirtha Sripida Udaiyar), the founder of 
Sri Vyisaraya-Matham, the author of Tarkatandava, Nyayamrita, 
Chandrik, Sudha, Mandara-Mafijari etc., entitled Srimat. 
Paramahamsa - Parivrajakicharya,  Padavakya - praminafigya, 
Durvadigarva - sarvasvapahdra, Srimat . Vaishnava - Siddanta- 
pratishthapanacharya and the disciple of Brahmanya-Tirtha- 
Sripada-Udaiyar was authorised to built in own Matham in 
the North-Mada street in ‘Tirupati and at Tirumalai and 
entitled to received the donor's share of the prasadam 
offered in the name of Krishnadevaraya for the use of his 
own Matham on s2th Junuary 1324 A. D. [Vide Nos, 157, 
158 and 159 of Vol. II.] 


On sth November 1524 A. D., he (Sri Vyasarayasvami) 
granted a village for the purpose of propitiating Sri Govinda- 
rijan with 8 tiruppénaka-taligai daily as his ubhaiyam; 
Again, he constructed a mantapam in front of his Matham 
(Vyasariya-Matham) at Tirumalai and paid 14,000 nay-panam 
into the temple-treasury at Tirumalai for the purpose of 
presenting 354 appa-padi-offerings to Sri Malaiyappa-Svami 
(Processional God at Tirumalai) while visit the above-said 
mantapam during Brahmétsavam, Summer-festival, Adhyaya- 
notsavam, Swing festival, Pavitrétsavam etc, celebrated in 
the temple at Tirumalai as his kaiakaryam. [Vide No. 165 
of Vol. Ili.) 


As he granted Oddampatiu village for the purpose of 
conducting Paurnami-festival for Sri Govindarajan in Tirupati 
every month as his charity his last inscription is registered 
in No. 175 of Vol, Ill, dated and April 1528 A. D.

Yadavar’ya Nachchi, the chief queen of Vira-Narasimha Yadavaraya pre- 
sented 64 cows and 2 bulls for the purpose of maintaining 
2 ghee-lights in the divine presence of Sri Vaikateca at 
Tirumalai as her ubhaiyam in the 12th year of the reign 
of Tribhuvana-Chakravartiga) Sri Yadavaraya Vira-Nirasimaha- 
devar. [Vide No, 84 of Vol. I.] 
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In the rsth year of the reign of the above-said Vira- 
Narasimha Yadavaraya, she again presented 32 cows and 
1 bull in order to serve £ ghee-light in the divine pre- 
sence of Sri Gavindarajan in Tirupati as her service. [Vide 
No. 85 of Vel. Lj 


Again, she instituted 2 Brahmitsavam (called Ani-Brah- 
métsavam in Tirupati) to be conducted to Lord Sri Gévinda- 
rajan and constructed a wooden Car for the same Brah- 
métsavam through the grant of Payindapalli village as her 
ubhaiyam in the goth year of the reign of the Vira-Nara- 
simha Yddavarfya. [Vide No. 86 of Vol. [.] 


Yagiiya-Nardyana-Bhattar or Yagtiya-Narayara-Dikshitar, the son of Raaga- 
nidha-Bhatiar or Ranga-Dikshitar of Jamadagfiya-Vatsa-gatra, 
Asvalfyana-satra and the performer cf different sacrifices, 
(i, e., Sarvakgatu-Vajapéya and Sarvatémukha) and the Court- 
Purshita of Sri Vira Kzishnaraya Mahiraya deposited a sum 
of ro,o0o nar-panam ag capital into the temple-treasury of 
Srinivasa for the purpose of offering 8 tirapponaka-taligai 
each day to Sri Véakataga at Tirumalai as his ubhaiyam on 
the occasion of Krishnadavaraya’s fourth visit to Tirumalai 
temple on 6th July 1514 A. D. as he too accompanied the 
king to the temple at Tirumalai, dated roth July r5i4 A. D. 
[Vide No, 89 of Vol. III]. 


On goth March 1522 A. D., a sum of 1,850 panam was 
deposited by this Yagfiya-Narayana Dikshitar into the temple- 
treasury at Tirumalai as capital for the purpose of offering 
37 atirasa-padi yearly on the 13 days of the star Punar« 
vasu, being the monthly birth-star of his father Raiga- 
nadha-Dikshitar, on the days of Maisa-Saikramanam festival 
(i.e, every first day of each month) and on the days of 
12 new-moon days (called Paurnima festival) in the temple 
at Tirumalai ag his service. [Vide No. 152 of Vol, Ii] 


Yallamman, the daughter of Kovai......made a contribution of 440 panam 
for 60 Dhanurmiasa-paja offerings to be presented to Lord 
Sri Vankataa at Tirumalai and Sri Goyindarajan in Tirupati 
as her ubhaiyam. Arrangements were also made for the 
purpose of presenting 2 atirasa-padi to Flag Garuda[van 
during Vaikasi-Brahmotsavam and Ani-Brahmétsavam, celebrated 
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for Sri Gévindarajan in Tirupati. [Vide No. 117 of Vol. IV, 
dated asth December 1538 A. D.] 


Vatiraja-Jiyar ({ 2), the manager of Malaikkiniyaningan flower-garden at 
Tirumalai deposited a sum of 600 panam into the temple. 
treasury at Tirumalai for the purpose of propitiating Sri 
Vaikatega with certain offerings on the 3rd festival day of 
Adhyayanstsavam, celebrated in the temple at Tirumalai as 
his ubhaiyam. [Vide No. 107 of Vol. Il, dated 21st August 
1493 A. D.] 

Yatiraja-Jiyar, (12?) (known as Periya-Kéyil-kélvi Yatiraja Jiyar), the 
manager of Pararulalan flower-garden at Tirumalai and the 
disciple of Alagiya Manavila Jiyar deposited a sum of rooo 
panam as capital for certain offerings to be offered in the 
mantapam (Hunting-festival mantapam at Tirumalai constructed 
at his own cost) on all the 7th festival days during Tirumalai- 
Brahmétsavam as his ubhaiyam. Provision was also made 
for certain offerings to be presented to Sri Gavindarajan, 
His consorts, Sri Ramanuja ard other Gods on the pres- 
cribed days as his kaiikaryam: on roth June rs3x A. D, 
EVide Neo. 45 of Vou. IV.) 


On 14th October ry4o A. D. he made certain charities 
to be conducted for Sri Givindardjan, Sri Gadadavi or 
Andal, Sri Rama and other Gods in Tirupati on the pres- 
cribed days as bis ubhaiyam. [Vide No. ist of Vol. 1V.J 


Again, he deposited a sum of 820 panam as capital 
for certain offerings to be presented to Sri Véikatea in 
bis garden-mantapam on the day of Vidéyarri festival during 
Ani-Brahmotsavam at Tirumalai on 21st June isqr A. D. 
[Vide No. 163 of Vol. IV.J 


Yatirajayyan was one of the disciples of the famous Alagiya-Manavala Jiyar 
of Kafichii He constructed a mantapam on the bank of 
Svami-pushkarin? at Tirumalai and made provision for certain 
offerings to be presented in the above-said mantapam on 
the day of Hunting festival at Tirumalai and in the Tiru- 
mamani-mantapam (front-mantapam, near the golden-gate in 
the temple at Tirumalai) on the day of Sravanam festival 
as his ubhaiyam. [Vide No. 170 of Vol. IV.]
